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FTC CHARGES 
FIRMS SOUGHT 
MONOPOLY ON 


Complaint Names 
Leading Companies 
— Maintaining of 
‘Artificial and Rigid’ 
Prices Is Alleged. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UPT) 
~The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion accused six leading drug 
firms today of attempting to 
monopolize the $330,000,000-a- 
year “wonder drug” industry. 

The commission, which poli- 
ees fair trade _ practices, 
claimed the firms maintained 
“arbitrary, artificial, non-com- 
petitive and rigid” prices for 
the so-called life-saving drugs. 

It also accused one of the 
firms, Charles Pfizer & Co., 
Brooklyn, New York, of making 
false and misleading statements 
to the Patent Office so it could 
get a patent on tetracycline, 
key drug among the antibiotics 


which include aureomycin and |? 


terramycin. 


The commission said sales | * 


of this drug brought $100,000,- 


000 last year. It added that all " 


the business went to Pfizer and 

five other companies which it 

licensed to sell tetracycline.

The Upjohn firm is in Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., Bristol Labora- 
tories in Syracuse, N.Y., and 
the others have headquarters 
in New York City. 

The companies were given 30 
days to reply to the complaint 
A hearing was scBeduled for 
Oct, 1 in New York City before 
an FTC hearing examiner. 

The commission included the 
two Bristol firms and Cyana- 
mid in a charge of withhold- 
ing “material and probative” 
information from. the Patent 
Office. These three firms, as 
well as Olin Mathieson and Up- 


‘John, also were charged with 


soliciting and accepting from 
Pfizer licenses to make and sell 
tetracycline, knowing Pfizer 
had submitted b yo informa- 
tion to the Patent Office. 

‘No Real Invention’ 

The FTC complaint also 
charged there was “no real in- 
vention or novelty” in Pfizer's 
claims for the tetracycline pa- 
tent. 

The complaint alleged that 
the licensing arrangements had 
the affect of preventing com- 
petition in the production and 
sale of the drugs. ; 

The charges were based on @ 
full-scale two-year investigation 
which delved into prices, pa- 


‘tents, production and market- 


g. 

The complaint reviewed the 
importance of the drugs as a 
preface to the charge. It said 
that among the diseases they 
effectively combat are penu- 
monia, syphilis, typhoid fever, 
meningitis, tuberculosis, plague 
and streptococcal infections. 

“Antibiotics are, therefore,” 
the FTC stated, “of vital and 
unique importance to the 
health and welfare of the gen- 
eral public.” 

Best-Selling Medicines. 

The FTC said “wonder 
drugs” have become the na- 
tion’s best-selling medicines. 
The announcement was made 
in a 36l-page report based on 
the long study to find out if 
the antibiotics were available 
at “reasonable prices.” 

The report also included 
information on the pricing, 
production and marketing 
practices of the “miracle drug” 
producers. 

The FTC noted that the rapid 
development of the industry 
began in World War II, spurred 
by the Government's promo- 
tion of research, particularly

With full power, the Atlas 
has a central “sustainer”’ en- 
gine with the boosters on each 
side. Only the boosters were 
used for the first eight Atlas 
tests. Several of them were 
successful but for short dis- 
tances. 

The Atlas rose from its 
launching stand today without 
wavering and blazed a fiery 
trail down the Atlantic track- 
ing range. It was visible for 
two full minutes before dis- 
appearing.

BAGHDAD, Iraq, Aug. 2 
(UPI)—The United States for- 
mally recognized Iraq’s revolu- 
tionary regime today and sent 
presidential envoy Robert Mur- 
phy here on a flying mission to 
meet the new Baghdad leaders. 

United States Ambassador 
Waldemar Gallman delivered a 
State Department message to 
Iraqi Foreign Minister Abdel 
Jabbar Jomard establishing dip- 
lomatic relations only 19 days 
after the coup that overthrew 
King Faisal's regime. 

Murphy, Assistant Under 
Secretary of State, flew here 
from Beirut where he had been 
engaged in negotiations to 
solve the Middle East crisis as 
President Eisenhower's special 
envoy. A spokesman said Mur- 
phy would have “an exchange 
of views on the general situa- 


tion” with Iraqi government 
officials.

The United States, in recog-

Lawyers for Bernard Goldfine 
have defied a House subcom- 
mittee’s efforts to obtain ac- 
count books which might show 
how Goldfine’s companies used 
$776,879 in uncashed negoti- 


able checks, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 

In an action which could 
lead to a new contempt of Con- 
gress citation against Goldfine 
or the issuance of another sub- 
pena, the attorneys have re- 
fused to turn over the books 
of six of Goldfine’s firms to the 
investigating subcommittee. 

Reliable sources said a letter 
to this effect has been received 
by Robert W. Lishman, chief 
counsel of the House group. 
The letter was from Samuel! P. 
Sears and Lawrence R. Cohen, 
Goldfine’s Boston lawyers. 

What Investigators Seek. 

The subcommittee is trying 
to find out why Goldfine’s com- 
panies purchased the certified 
checks and treasurer’s checks 
over a long period of time but 
never cashed them. Until 
cashed, such checks are nego- 
tiable and can be paid on de- 
mand to the purchaser or in- 
dorsed to someone else. 

The House investigators want 
to know how the checks were 
listed on the account books of 
six of Goldfine’s firms—as as- 
sets, liabilities or otherwise— 
or whether they were listed at 
all. If. they were listed as 
assets, income taxes should 
have been paid on them, it has 
been pointed out. 

Subcommittee Chairman Oren 
Harris (Dem.), Arkansas, «told 
the Post-Dispatch last month 
he expected a new fight over 
the books. He said he would 
try first to get them on a vol- 
untary basis. 

If this failed, Harris said, he 
would consider issuing a new 
subpena. Another possibility, 
he added, would be to use a 
subpena already in force 
against Goldfine’s bookkeeper, 
Miss Mildred Paperman, direct- 
ing her to turn over various 
other records. 

Broad Subpena. 

The subcommittee staff be- 
lieves this subpena is. broad 
enough to cover the account 
books as well. If it were ap- 
plied to the books and Gold- 
fine still refused to produce 
them, another contempt action 
could be brought, subcommit- 
tee sources said today.

Joseph Stalin wanted a big- 
power conference in the war 
there was no vagueness about 
agendas and no nonsense about 
who would attend. 

Unlike the Kremlin's current 
boss, Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
Stalin believed that agreement 
on the “range of problems to 
be discussed” and on “draft 
proposals” was essential. 

“Unless this is done,” Stalin 
wrote to Winston Churchill in 
1943, “the meeting can hardly 
yield tangible results.” 

When the Tehran confer~ 
ence, the first meeting of the 
three “heads of governments,” 
was in the planning stage, 
Stalin wrote again: 

“Participation of representa- 
tives of any other powers 
should be absolutely ruled 
out.” 

The quotations come from a 
| two-volume publication of the 
wartime correspondence of 
Stalin with Churchill and 
President Roosevelt. The col- 
lection was published last year 
in Moscow. 

In very marked contrast to 
the present maneuvering, it was 
the Western allies in the war

Pentagon Consensus Is That Soviet Is 5 Years Ahead | 
in All Types of Ballistic Missile Weapons—Admin- 
istration Refuses to Acknowledge Facts on Which|

The Air Force admits that the per- 
eentage of losses its strategic bombers 
will have to take to penetrate the Soviet 
Union is increasing by bounds, due to 
the rapid expansion of Soviet fighter 
and air defense missile installations. 


The Navy admits that it is far from 
having an answer to the capability of 
250 ocean-going Soviet submarines to 
launch missiles against the United States 
from the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 


The Army is outnumbered four to one 
by the Soviet Army, and the Soviet Army 
has been completely re-equipped with 
weapons of advanced design, whereas the 
United States Army has been starved 
for new equipment. 


There is general agreement that the 
Soviet Union is five years ahead of the 
United States in all types of long-range 
ballistic missiles—medium range up to 
500 or 600 miles, intermediate range 
from 1000 te 1500 miles and interconti- 
nental range up to 6000 miles. 


Nevertheless, the facts on which mili- 
tary judgment is based are not admitted 
by Administration officials and, instead, 
soothing statements are made by officials 
who are in a position to know the facts. 

For example, Under Secretary of De- 
fense Donald A. Quarles, in a radio in- 
terview Jan. 20, declared: “I can’t say 
and I don’t believe anybody can say 
whether it ‘our missile program) is ex- 
actly ahead or exactly Behind. But it is 
about on par with theirs (the Russians’) 
in the long-range ballistic field and gen- 
erally speaking in guided missiles, I would 
say our program is ahead of theirs.” - 

William M. Holaday, director of guided 
missiles for the Defense Department, said 
April 11: “From the information in the 
Defense Department and from _ intelli- 
gence, we cannot say we are ahead in 
this or that in black and white. We 
believe that over-all we are ahead of the 
Russian missile program.” 


Eisenhower’s Words 


President Eisenhower, in his State of 
the Union message this year, declared: 
“We have now a broadly based, efficient 
defensive strength, including great deter- 
rent power. But unless we act wisely 
and promptly, we could lose the capacity 
to deter attack or defend ourselves.” 

Such statements as those made by 
Quarles and Holaday get an incredulous 
reception by military officials familiar 
with the truth. One told the Post-Dispatch: 
“I wonder whether I am crazy or whether 
someone else is when I read such stuff.” 

As for what Mr. Eisenhower said, the 
reaction is that his remarks are meaning- 
less. It is agreed that what he said about 
our defensive strength is true, but it 
is also maintained that that strength is not 
absolute, but relative to that of the Soviet 
Union, and that we have been losing 
our relative advantage for years at a 
eonstantly increasing rate: 

The general feeling is, as one scientist 
told the Post-Dispatch: “We are in ter- 
rible trouble, really terrible trouble.” 


The time of danger is approaching 
fast. In the Pentagon it is known as 
the “missile lag.” The time of trouble 
is visualized as starting in 1959 or 1960, 
when the Russians will have a substantial 
intercontinental missile capability and an 
effective air defense to blunt our deter- 
rent bombardment. It will continue in- 
definitely, military authorities fear, unless 
much greater efforts are made to improve 
our offensive and defensive strength. 

The elements of our military strength 
relative to that of the Soviet Union are: 

1. The security and effectiveness of 
our deterrent power, more properly 
stated as our long-range nuclear delivery 
systems, compared with those of U.S.S.R.; 

2. The effectiveness of the defense 
against long-range nuclear delivery sys- 
tems; 

3. The capacity to survive an initial 
exchange of nuclear blows and still have 
the greater offensive capability remain- 
ing; and, 

4. The ability to fight limited wars 
rapidly and effectively im concert with 
small allies subject to aggression. 
Security In Question 

The security and effectiveness of our 
deterrent power is already in question. 
All of our oversea Strategic Air Com- 
mand bases except those in Morocco are 
within e of Soviet medium and in- 
termediate range missiles. If the Soviet 
intermediate range missiles have @ range 
of 186u miles. as many authorities assert, 
these also are in danger. | 

The obvious question, on which this 
statement depends, is whether the Rus- 

ans have enough such missiles to de- 
e@roy all our overseas S.A.C. bases. 

As long ago as early 1955, the British 
member of Parliament Beswick, writing 
in the Reynolds News, declared: “It is 
also known at present that the U.S.S.R. 
has rocket missiles with a range of 1800 
miles.” :

Reds Have Four Ranges 


The Russians have four missile ranges, 
as compared with the one for the United 
States at Cape Canaveral. There are two 
medium and intermediate ballistic mis- 
siles ranges north of the Caspian sea, 
with a range up to about 1440 miles, 
and a long-range site with an impact 
area on Kamchatka peninsula 4500 miles 
distant, Another range extends from an 
island in the Barents sea along northern 
Siberia. 


Firings of medium and intermediate 
missiles on these ranges are carried 
routinely at a rate of two a day. The 
firings are no longer developmental or 
production test firings, but are the peri- 
odic target practice of the troops that 
handle missiles. 

The unpalatable, but almost inescapable, 
conclusion must be made that the Rus- 
sians have enough intermediate missiles 
to fire them in large salvos, six to 12 
at a time, at all of overseas Strategic 
Air Command bases. 

Unquestionably, all o\. them would not 
be knocked out at once, byt a majority 
easily could be. Thus S.A.C. overseas is 
not secure and its effective strength after 
surprise attack can be expected to be 
only a fraction of its initial strength. 

The S.A.C. bases in the United States 
are not yet seriously endangered by 
long-range missiles. There have been 
long delays by the Administration and 
Congress in providing for dispersion of 
S.A.C. aircraft in the United States. It 
is only in the current fiscal year that 
substantial appropriations have been 


‘made to disperse S.A.C. by squadrons 


instead of by wings on a base. This will 
take time and will not be complete before 
the Soviets..baVe a substantial intercon- 
tinental capability. 

And even before the dispersion is com- 
pleted, we shall be faced with the neces- 
sity, in view of the ability of the Russians 
to manufacture large numbers of 
1.C.B.M.s, of putting our precious bomber 
force underground. 

The Soviet missiles, according to Rus- 
sian statements, as well as our intelli- 
gence and information from _ East 
Germany, have an error of two-tenths 
of 1 per cent. At 1800 miles, this would 
amount to an average error of 3.6 miles. 

This means that one-quarter of the 
missiles fired will fall within the radius 
of two-tenths of 1 per cent of the range. 
It shows that to have a probability of 
hitting a target as small.as an airfield 
at long ranges, the minimum Soviet salvo 
would have to be eight missiles.

HE gossip in the coffee shops of 
T Cairo these turbulent days turns in- 

evitably to one question: At what 
point in the Middle East will the machina- 
tions of Gamal Abdel Nasser produce the 
next international crisis? 

There is no positive answer as to 
where a new outbreak will come, but 
it seems agreed there will be another 
and another, in a process that may con- 
tinue for a long time. 

The representatives of Nasser, presi- 
dent of the United Arab Republic. of 
Egypt and Syria, are stirring up trouble 
throughout a vast area radiating from 
Cairo. Agents of many* dissident elements 
make their headquarters in the Egyptian 
capital, which has become a caldron of 
intrigue. 

Nasserism is by nature evangelistic. 
Nasser, a born conspirator, could not if 
he would stop the probing and subvert- 
ing and proselytizing carried on in his 
name without assuring his own downfall. 
His doctrine of pan-Arabism is spread 
by paid agents, by Egyptian school teach- 
ers, by the highly effective Cairo radio 
and by other means. |

so outside Egypt than in his own country, 
where there is dissatisfaction with short- 
comings of his six-year-old regime.

Could the proposed summit conference 
on the Middle East stop Nasser? Could 
it halt the spread of Arab nationalism 
in the coming months and years through- 
out the Middle East and parts of Africa? 
This reporter was told by several in- 
formed persons on a recent visit to Cairo 
that there is small prospect of containing 
Nasserism, that the best hope of the 
United States is to water it down. 

At his press conference this week Sec- 
retary of State John Foster Dulles said 
he knew of no opposition on the part 
of the United States to Arab nationalism. 
He pointed out that this country was 
among the first to recognize the U.A.R., 
although “we knew it had some unde- 
sirable implications.” Dulles continued: 

“Whether or not in this area of the 
world or other areas of the world proc- 
esses of indirect aggression become 
accepted as proper instruments of national 
policy, that is a very different thing. 
That does affect the peace and security 
of the world.” 

Dulles said the proposed summit meet- 
ing, which President Eisenhower would 
like held about Aug. 12 within the frame- 
work of the United Nations Security 
Council, might accomplish two things. 

“It would dispel the false allegations 
that there is aggression being carried on 
by the United States or by the United 
Kingdom in the Middle East,” he said. 
“It would, on the other hand, I think, 
show the danger there of indirect aggres-

by the United Nations.” 

Dulles did not define what he meant 
by indirect aggression. He was asked 
whether he thought the U.N. might, in 
the present context, resume a discussion 
of a resolution defining aggression. 

He said he thought that was undesir- 
able because he remembered Sir Anthony 
Eden, former British Prime Minister, 
saying at the San Francisco formative 
sessions of the United Nations in 1945 
“that he was opposed to any definition 
of aggression because when you tried 
to define what aggression is then some- 
body can always find a way around it.” 

Dulles made it pretty clear that the 
United States has no formula for stopping 
indirect aggression, much less a definition 
for it. He said: 

“There are a number of ideas that are 

floating around as to action which might 
be taken to deal with this problem of 
indirect aggression. For example, one 
of the new instrumentalities that is ex- 
tremely potent in doing what the United 
Nations has condemned, that is the fo- 
menting of civil strife from without, is 
the broadcasting from one country to 
another. | » 
'“Now it has been suggested, for ex- 
ample, that that kind of thing, while it 
can't be regulated or cqntrolled consistent 
with our ideas of the freedom of the 
media of information, could at least be 
checked on by the United Nations.” 

Nasser’s propaganda is one of his most 
potent weapons, enhanced by an Arab 
ability to seize on ideas. It seems unlikely 
that Nasser could be pressured into aban- 
doning Cairo transmissions to other eoun- 


tries and even more unlikely that this 
result could be brought about in Nasser’s 
absence by a heads-of-government meet- 
ing among President Eisenhower, Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev and others. 

Assuming an agreement was possible, 
it would be difficult to establish the line 
at which propaganda became harmful. 
The United States has a big propaganda 
operation. Mr. Eisenhower sent Congress 
this week a request for a supplementary 
appropriation of $22,300,000 to step up 
the Voice of America broadcasts, mainly 
to the Middle East and Africa. 

The President’s request included $5,- 
100,000 for a new medium-wave trans- 
mitter to. cover the Arab world; some 
$2,000,000 for several projects to improve 
Middle East and African coverage, and 
$10,000,000 to start construction of a 
consolidated New York-New Jersey trans- 
mission setup to direct programs to the 
Soviet orbit and provide stronger signals 
in the Middle East and Africa. 

It might be noted that Radio Free 
Europe, which is nominally a private 
enterprise but which is considered 
throughout the world as being affiliated 
with the United States Government, has 
been accused of stirring up insurrection 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

Dulles’s references to indirect aggres- 
sion mean Nasserism, sometimes aided 
by Communism. Dulles wants to prevent 
the recurrence of evegts in the Middle 
East that brought the world close to war 
during the past three months. It is

heart, and to render transparent 
some long cherished absolutes. 
*-The de ment of Freud and 
exaltation of Kinsey are not, as 
Dean Starbird suggests, charge- 
able to any group so nebulous as 
the neo-Pharisees. One must 
look beyond such disembodied ab- 
stractions to trace the pervasive- 
ness of coarseness and of so much 
aimless, joyless sexuality. The 
Getails of Miss Bergman's am- 
érous adventures were not forced 
On a reluctant, embarrassed pub- 
lic. They were avidly devoured 
by millions of the curious on 
front pages across the country.

Paradox in Atomic Control 


As Eastern and Western scientists approach 
the drafting of an atomic blast detection sys- 
tem in their sixth week of conferences at 
Geneva, France is moving close to the verge 
of becoming an atomie power. This juxtapo- 
sition of events presents a tragic paradox: that 
cessation of nuclear tests is becoming physi- 
cally easier at the very moment in history 
when it is growing politically more difficult. 

For France’s entry into the ranks of atemic 
powers will mean that still other countries, 
perhaps quite a few of them, can develop 
their own nuclear weapons. Sweden, for one, 
is being pushed by the progress of its own 
atomic plants into the harsh decision whether 
to make atomic arms. A country need not 
have the prodigious amounts of electric power 

available to the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

About all that is needed is half a billion 
doliars and some know-how. And then, as 
atomic power plants in countries round the 
globe go about their peaceful chores of pro- 
ducing electric power for workaday uses, they 
will at the same time, be producing plu- 
tonium which can be used for bombs. 

Within the next six to 12 months France 
is expected to explode an atomic bomb in the 
Sahara. The French efforts in this direction 
have already been impressive and they are 
growing. An atomic pile near Avignon has 
been producing plutonium for the past seven 
months. A second and third plutonium. 
producing reactor are scheduled to go into 
operation this year, and a plant to separate 
plutonium from the other radioactive prod- 
ucts of a reactor is due to be ready before fall. 

Understandably, France may want to test 
its own nuclear weapons before agreeing to a 
cessation of tests with other nations which 
have already proved their own atomic weap- 
ons. And as each new atomic power emerges 
it may similarly want to defer an end to test- 
ing until it has performed its own. 

Where is the process to end? The longer 
it goes on, the harder—politically—it may be 
to stop. There may never come another time 
when it will be relatively as easy as now to 
set up the necessary safeguards and obtain 
the essential agreements. 

That is why the cohesion of acoustic, elec- 
tromagnetic, seismic and debris-collecting 
methods of detection by the Geneva con- 
ferees into a single dependable plan of inter- 
national control is so urgent a piece of work.

This bill, which 
was developed after extensive hearings by the 
House freedom of information subcommittee 
under the chairmanship of Representative 
Moss of California, makes it impossible for 
federal authorities to withhold information on 
the basis of the 1789 “housekeeping” statute. 
When it becomes law, officials who hold up 
information will need to give reasons other 
than that they have an administrative right 
to do so. They will need to justify acts of 
censorship. 

The Senate backers of the measure used 
excellent judgment in substituting the House 
bill for their own. This was the quickest way 
to advance a bill that passed the House some 
three months ago. Now that this measure is 
to go before the President, we trust Attorney 
General Rogers will not make the mistake of 
advising a veto. He may stil] think it “mean- 
ingless,” but many citizens, including particu- 
larly those whose business it is to dig out and 
print the news, regard it as a landmark in 
the record of a free press in the United States. 


Service Rivalry Note 


The Army, according to a Washington dis- 
patch, has succeeded in blocking an Air Force 
request to build a missile firing base at 
Camp McCoy, Wis. The Army contends that 
it needs the entire 38,000-acre tract for the 
summer training of small National Guard 
and Reserve units and for possible use as a 
mobilization center in case of war. This is 
a ridiculous claim. Only a few thousand acres 
are used for summer training. It is unlikely 
that the camp would be needed for mobiliza- 
tion, If it were needed, a missile firing center 
on a 38,000-acre tract should leave plenty of 
room for training troops. What Congress 
should do is look around and see how much 
acreage is tied up in military reser- 
vations that are little used.

Republic May Have Saved It 


As Friend for Western Bloc 


New Government Apparently in Full Con- 
trol of Its Territory—Regime May Be 
Regarded as a Bridge to Nasserism, 
Observers Believe. |

influence into the Middle East. 

Prolonged delay by the 
United States and Britain in 
recognizing the. new vern- 
ment would havé indicated to 
the Iragis and to the rest of 
the Arab world that the West 
had chosen to believe the hope- 
less alternative view. 

Several certainties and some 
probable truths already can be 
stated about the new govern- 
ment. A reasonable appraisal 
of the Iraqi republic and the 
West's appropriate attitude to- 
ward it depends largely on 
these factors. There also are 
some important unanswered 
questions that bear significant- 

on the matter. 

Controls Own Territory. 


It is certain that the new 
government is in full control 
of its own territory. The revo- 
lution of July 14 was over in 
an hour and a half. Except at 
the Royal palace, where King 
Faisal and Crown Prince Ab- 
dul Illah were killed, there 
was no sign of resistance to 
the revolution. Not a voice 
was raised against the well- 
executed army coup in Bagh- 
dad not even in outlying cities 
and towns where there were no 
army units to enforce order 
under the new regime. 

It is certain also that the 
Iraqi revolution was a pure 
expression of Arab nationalism 
or Arab self determination. 
Conversely, it was not Com- 
munist-inspired in the view of 
any responsible Western ob- 
server that could be found or 
on the basis of the direct evi- 
dence available. 

Another certainty is that the 
new regime anxiously wants 
good relations with the West. 
Within an hour after Ambas- 
sador Waldemar J. Gallman 
complained about unfriendly 
slogans put on the wall of the 
United States embassy, the 
Iraqi army had painted them 
over. A banner erected across 
the street saying “Down with 
the Eisenhower Doctrine” like- 
wise came down in a hurry. 


High-ranking officials have 
been pleading with American 
acquaintances to use what in- 
fluence they have to press for 
yee recognition by the 

nited States. In the mean- 
time, the Iraqis urged United 
States engineers and techni- 
cians in the Point IV program 
to follow the British example 
and ck to work in a busi- 
n as usual fashion. But the 
Americans, presumably under 
orders from Washington, are 
staying home except in the few 
cases where they have had 
formal official requests to re- 
turn to their jobs. 


Still Steamed Up. 

One of the probable truths is 
that the Iraqis have not yet 
let off all their steam—a tre- 
mendous head of pressure built 
up through years of hatred of 
the Crown Prince and Prime 
Minister Nuri Said for their 
nejotism, graft, political sup- 
pression and constant willing- 
ness to do the bidding of Brit- 
ain and the United States. 


The Iraqi army clamped the 
lid down tight at 1 p.m. the day 
of the coup. Baghdad mobs~ 
were held down by a rigidly 
enforced curfew after they had 
tasted blood in dragging the 
Crown Prince’s body through 
the street and stringing it up 
from the balcony of a third- 
class hotel and in killing a 
truckful of Westerners, includ- 
ing three Americans. The only 
serious disturbance since then 
came when a mob captured and 
killed Nuri Said and dragged 
his body through the streets. 

New rioting easily could be 
touched off. This was apparent 
when thousands of ragged 
Arabs crowded to a spectacular 
oil tank fire this week and 
threatened Western reporters 
and photographers who ap- 
proached the scene. New riots 
could be expected to take an 
anti-British or anti-American 
turn or possibly be directed 
against the Christian or Jewish 
minorities. 


It also is probable that the 
Iraqi Republic will affiliate it- 
self before long with President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s United 
Arab Republic. The new Prime

Influence of Oil. 


Iraq’s oil wealth and Egypt’s 
lack of it are an important 
force to keep them at arm’s 
length. Iraq has been putting 
70 per cent of its oil revenues 
steadfastly into its huge devel- 
opment program, which by this 
time is a major employer of 
labor and an important ele- 
ment in the stability of the 
economy. There have been 
various schemes put forward in 
recent years for regional eco- 
nomic development in the 
have-not countries, yet no 
machinery for such a transfer 
has ever been devised. 


Iraqi leaders, including those 
of the new government, realize 
moreover that Iraq’s oil wealth 
is an asset that will not last 
forever. They are thinking in 
terms of another 40 years or so 
in which they must make over 
the nation’s economy through 
irrigation and industrialization 
by plowing back the oil reve- 
nues while they last. 

Most observers here expect 
the basic economics of the oil 
industry to protect it against 
nationalization or any other 
major change. Iraq is depend- 
ent on the revenues and the 
present Western markets are 
the only ones capable of ab+ 
sorbing the product. 

It happens that the market 
just now is soft. The Iran Pe- 
troleum Co. is lifting only 
10,000 tons a year from its 
Basra field instead of its 12,- 
000-ton capacity. 

As one Western economic 
analyst put it: “This is the 
best time from our point of 
view and the worst time from 
theirs for them’ to monkey 
around with the oil contracts.” 


Reason for Separati 
_1Lailprevents Egypt. from 
swallowing up Iraq, there is 


historical basis for the two to 
remain separate entities. Long 
before the days of Nasser and 
Nuri Said, there was a bi- 
polarity in the Arab world— 
with Cairo tugging in one di- 
rection and Baghdad in the 
other. 

Now that Nuri Said and the 
Hashemites are gone form Iraq, 
Baghdad could well exert its 
old attraction on Syria. Geo- 
graphically and economically, 
Syria is a more logical partner 
of Iraq than of Egypt but the 
old Iraqi regime stood in the 
way of such a development. 

Leaders of the new Iraqi 
government, as early as six 
months ago, were telling West- 
ern diplomats that Nuri Said 
and the Hashemites had to go 
and that Iraq would draw close 
to Egypt to take its place in 
developing Arab nationalism 
now led by Nasser. 

These Iraqi leaders even 
then were soliciting Western 
good will and suggested that 
Iraq could be a “bridge” to 
Nasserism. They suggested 
that the emerging single Arab 
state that they envisaged would 
show the result of Iraqi as well 
as Egyptian influence. They 
saw the end product as a re- 
sponsible state that would be 
more moderate and more truly 
neutral than Nasser’s Egypt 
had been.

THE NOVEL “LOLITA’’ by 
Vladimir Nabokov will undoubtedly be- 
come one of the most widely discussed 
books of the year even if it should es- 
eape the vigilant eyes of governmental 
or volunteer censorship. The nature of 
its theme and its controversial recep- 
tion in Europe make this development 
almost certain. 


Though Russian by birth Nabokov, 
an American resident since 1940, wrote 
his novel in English and it was so pub- 
lished by the Olympia Press of Paris 
in 1955. For reasons not clearly stated 
the French Government barréd its dis- 
tribution and sale until forced to re- 
verse itself in consequence of a legal 
action. Meanwhile it had been exported 
to the United States and England in 
limited numbers and had been critically 
examined by several leading publica- 
tions. The American edition is now in 
the book stores. 


To put it briefly “Lolita” is the story 
of a man aged 40 who falls in love 
with a girl of 12. To be near her he 
marries the girl's widowed mother and 
when the mother is killed in an auto- 
mobile accident he takes possession of 
Lolita, ostensibly as her putative 
guardian, but actually for other and 
more sinister reasons. To his surprise 
he finds that Lolita’s innocence is only 
nominal; but though she is unterrified 
and seemingly acquiescent in this un- 
natural relationship he lives in constant 
fear of losing her either because of 
the law’s intervention or that of some 
rival. 


IN THE HOPE that he can keep her 
secluded until she reaches the age when 
he can marry her he takes her on a 
long and tortuous circuit of the United 
States, stopping at wayside inns, shabby 
and de luxe motels, and sometimes in 
the open. Eventually she does leave 
him and Mr. Humbert Humbert—the 
author’s fanciful pseudonym for his 
protagonist—loses the precarious hold 
on his sanity. 

In a real life situation Humbert 
Humbert would be regarded as a moral 
leper or a crypto-maniac. The author

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attempts no argument to the contrary, 
nor does he suggest, even remotely, 
that Humbert belongs to a higher order 
of beings who should be exempt from 
law and custom. “ ‘Lolita’ has no moral 
in tow” says Nabokov and he is quite 
right. Nevertheless the material of his 
novel does have a human relevance 
however exaggerated; peripheral or 
pathological it may seem. For it is the 
history of an obsession, one in which 
a primitive drive is reinforced by every 
practical resource and every faculty of 
the mind that the unfortunate Humbert 
can command. 


THE DEGREE of this obsession does 
not depend on Lolita’s intrinsic quali- 
ty. As transpires from her behavior she 
is morally neutral, spiritually arid and 
mentally commonplace and suffers the 
indignities forced upon her only until 
she can find another “protector” that 
she likes better. For Humbert, neverthe- 
less, she is the definitive “nymphet” 
and largely because her image co- 
incides with a dreamlike creature he 
knew as a boy.

Mr. Nabokov, who teaches at Cornell 
University, wrote eight novels in Rus- 
sian which have never been translated.

Famous Educator 


' JOWETT: A PORTRAIT WITH BACK- 


GROUND, by Geoffrey Faber. Har- 
vard University Press, 456 pgs., $6.)

BENJAMIN JOWETT knew 
Matthew Arnold and Arthur Hugh 
Clough. Among his close friends were 
Florence Nightingale, Alfred Tennyson, 
Algernon Swinburne and Robert Brown- 
ing. But it is not for his associations 
that Jowett is remembered. He was 
one of nineteenth-century England's 
distinguished educators and a famous 
Master of Balliol College of Oxford 
University. 


As Geoffrey Faber points out, it was 
Jowett who made Balliol count, and 
Balliol has continued to count. Jowett 
was also the author of a classic trans- 
lation of Plato's dialogues, and, for 
a while, he was an outspoken critic 
of orthodox Anglican doctrines. 

Jowett’s vigorous essay examining the 
Anglican doctrine of the Atonement 
provoked a violent reaction, and Mr. 
Faber’s contention that an unjust cloud 
of heresy stili elings to Jowett’s name

Faber’s hands. 


The book is scholarly without being 
forbidding. Mr. Faber has rescued 
Jowett from the limbo of the half- 
remembered and has provided, besides, 
a fine account of a famous academic 
community.

Sex in the Ivy League

FOR SOME readers this 
intense novel of sex among 
Eastern college students may 
have a certain snob appeal 
like that of the plush cock- 
tail lounge that becomes al- 
most a private club. “Entry 
E” bids fair to become a suc- 
cess, a scandal, or both, in 
spite of or partly because of 
its rather private language. 

Such language starts with 
the title. “Entry E” denotes 
a vertical unit of an Ivy 
League dormitory. Physical- 
ly, Entry E consists of per- 
haps 15 apartments, all ac- 
cessible from only one of a 
dozen stairways, each stair- 
way designated by a differ- 
ent letter and all emptying 
into the dormitory quadran- 
gle, as in a “college” at Yale 
or a “house” at Harvard, 

This architectural plan 
gives odds to the campus po- 
lice in their weekend game 
with any of their charges 
who may try to smuggle a 
college girl in or out of an 
entranceway at forbidden 
hours. 

Socially, Mr. Frede’s Ene 
try E comprises. rather 
shockingly disturbed young 
gen from all parts of the 
country. The reader is 
thrown with these unprepos- 


ing repartee, brawling, un- 
relieved thinking about sex, 
a little actual sex and then 
too much talk about it. 
This all takes place at what 
Mr. Frede calls “Hayden Uni- 
versity,” where every student 
seems to hold his fellows in 
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richly deserved contempt. 
The publisher’s blurb indi- 
cates Mr. Frede is a recent 
Yale graduate of unusual un- 
dergraduate achievement and 
talent. 

Strangely enough, what he 
appears to be saying is not 
that here is a picture of Har- 
vard, Yale or Princeton but 
a picture of the whole new 
college generation. A former 
promotion writer for Sports 
Illustrated, he quotes its fel- 
low Luce paper, Time, as 
terming his age group “The 
Silent Generation.” 

HIS OWN DESCRIP- 
TION, developed by the 
central character (no hero 
he) and by the Dean of the 
Undergraduate College, is 
either “The Indifferent Gen- 
eration” or “The IBM Gen- 
eration.” This age-old indif- 
ference has long been famil- 
iar to college teachers un- 
der its regular designation of 
sophomore slump, unhappily 
not confined to the second 
year... 

Mr. Fréede’s technique of 
composition, the extended 
interior monologue untram- 
meled by logic or propriety, 
is based ultimately on 
Joyce's in “Ulysses.”

Background to Crisis 


East-West’s Story One Long War

THIS IS HISTORY as it might: have been written 
purposefully as an introduction to the Middle Eastern crisis. 
It might even be regarded as background “guidance” for 
delegates to a summit conference. Professor Muller, who 
teaches English and “history at the University of Indiana, 
had nothing quite so specific in mind. Yet as indicated by 
his popular “Uses of the Past”-—of which the present book 
is an outgrowth—he likes to point up “the lessons of history.” 
So behind the writing of “The Loom of History” was a desire 
to elucidate the great world division between East and West 
by a somewhat arbitrary recital of the history of Asia 
Minor, the historical terrain the author knows so well. 

His theme, sometimes implicit and sometimes explicit, 

is that this clash started there centuries before the Trojan 
war, and that the war has been waged there, more or less, 
ever since. While avoiding sweeping over-simplifications, he 
does give much of his material, especially that dealing with 
the attitudes of Eastern peoples, a contemporary usefulness. 
The book helps a Western reader to understand what makes 
an Arab “tick.” 
PROFESSOR MULLER TELLS his story in terms 
of cities, ancient and modern: Troy, Miletus, Ephesus, Per- 
gamum, Tarsus, Constantinople and Ankara among them. 
This method of keeping his writing in focus is acceptable 
enough since, as he says, “history is always made primarily 
in and by the city.” His cities serve as symbols for various 
cultures—as might their representative men or their religions 
or philosophies. And the men, the religions and the philoso- 
phies do get into the story. Professor Muller’s cities were 
known to the Trojans, Greeks, Romans, Persians, Assyrians, 
Hittites, Seljuks, Goths and Franks as well as to Turks and 
Arabs. They figured in the flowering of Hellenism, the con- 
quests of Alexander, the empire-building of the Romans and 
the rise of Christianity and Islam, and the surviving cities 
are stirred. by the new spirit in the Arab world. 

It is easy for a Westerner to grow complacent over history. 
Did not the Greeks and the Romans display Western super- 
iority over the Asians they encountered? For ail the glory 
of Suleiman the Magnificent—and all the terror he inspired 
in Europe—did not his Seraglio become the home of “the 
Sick Man of Europe?” Is not even the democracy of the 
Turkey of Ataturk and Inonu inadequate when compared 
with that of Britain or America? The West has a way of 


seeing itself as the winner. It forgets or belittles its failures;~ 


be they the Crusades or colonialism. It forgets, too, how 
much it learned from the East. (Professor Muller suggests 
that Hellenic civilization may owe more to Asia Minor than 
even to Greece.) 

THE PREDOMINANT ATTITUDE of the East 
toward life has been one of resignation, renunciation and 
detachment in the face of helplessness, poverty, ignorance 
and death. But the wisdom incorporated in the inscription on 
the tomb of a bey in Kirshehir—‘Know that the world is 
a vain place”—also gave men tranquility. And it is a ques- 
tion whether this can be derived from the West's imperial- 
ism, materialism and commercialism. But the West has had 
faith in progress and, therefore, hope. Professor Muller is 
not yet ready to give up this hope. But he feels that it 
will be realized only if cultures are not regarded as mutually 
exclusive, There must be more sympathy, more willingness 
to learn. And that, essentially, is what the East is now 
trying to do. 

“Until this century the vast communities of Asia were 
communities of want and ignorance. The great majority 
of the people were illiterate, lived in poverty, never saw a 
doctor. Throughout their history they had never known 
democracy or dreamed of civil liberties. The masses knew 
government only as taxes and police. Even the educated had 
no word for ‘liberty’ in Chinese, none for ‘rights’ in Sanskrit. 
Except for China, all cultures were based on religion, which 
for the masses meant a welter of gross superstition. Hence 
the peculiar difficulties of the Eastern peoples today. What 
they are seeking to change, or being forced to change, is 
not merely a form of government, but a whole way of 
life. ... They are learning to read and write, and to question. 

“However limited their freedom, their strong men at least 
pretend to offer them either democracy or a ‘truer’ freedom. 
At the same time Western impact has made them all 
more conscious of their own traditional culture. In this self- 
consciousness they are disposed, like the Turks, to be 
hypersensitive, to glorify an unserviceable or dubious tra- 
dition, to cling to methods, beliefs and institutions that tend 
to defeat their new purposes. They may also hope to preserve 
much of value, maintain their identity, and enrich the com- 
monwealth of culture.” 
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Panel Walls and the Building Code 


Broader Provisions Would Give Variety to Architecture 


By GEORGE McCUE 

THE NEW BUILDING CODE, 
expected to be ready for aldermanic 
action later this year, will make in- 
teresting architectural changes in the 
St. Louis cityscape. The most promi- 
nent of them will be a cropping up of 
structures with walls of metal panels— 
stainless steel and aluminum in their 
own metallic finishes, and sheet steel 
and aluminum finished in porcelain- 
enameled colors. 


Although it was prohibited in St. 
Louis until four years ago and now 
is allowed only under certain limita- 
tions, the metal panel wall is making 
steady progress elsewhere. Many nota- 
ble buildings in this country and abroad 
have made effective use of thin, pre- 
fabricated insulated panels, used instead 
of masonry where the wall does not 
have to support the weight of material 
higher up. 

The panel wall gains interior space, 
saves deadweight, is quickly erected and 
gives the building sleek, strongly recti- 
linear design qualities that many build- 
ing owners prefer. 

The old building code permitted 
metal panel walls, but required that 
they be backed up with masonry. This 
requirement had a dual purpose: Mak- 
ing the wall more resistant to fire, and 
making St. Louis more resistant to 
new building techniques that did not 
make maximum use of masonry. Ever 
since Bartholomew Berthold built the 
first brick house on the riverfront in 
1811, St. Louis has been a major ma- 
sonry center, and its building code has 
always been weighted in favor of 
masonry interests. A comparable case 
is Pittsburgh, a steel center, whose 
plumbing code, as one architect wrote 
recently, “requires about 400 per cent 
more vent piping in bathrooms than 
is specified by the National Plumbing 
Code.” 


IN RECENT YEARS, panel-wall 
buildings have been making their ap- 
pearance in towns and unincorporated 
areas in St. Louis county. Outstanding

among these is the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. group of engineering buildings 
at the airport, designed by Architect 
Harris Armstrong. Another familiar 
panel-wall structure is the Meramec 
Building in Clayton, whose architect 
was Benjamin Shapiro. 

The fact that such buildings have 
been permitted immediately outside St. 
Louis, but not within the city limits, 
has been a factor in business firms’ 
moving out to the metropolitan perime- 
ter and taking their tax potential with 
them. 

The building that broke the brick 
barrier is the three-story Brown Shoe 
Co. warehouse and office structure at 
Gustine and Bingham avenues, in South 
St. Louis. This was a case in which 
a business firm wanted a panel-wall 
building of a type that is rated satis- 
factorily fire-resistant in cities with 
modern building codes. The firm was 
prepared to build it in St. Louis, if 
possible, or to take this facility to 
another city, if necessary... The esti- 
mated investment: $6,000,000. 


It happens that Joseph Sestric, the 
St. Louis Director of Public Safety, is 
also the former city tax assessor. Hav- 
ing satisfied himself that the proposed 
building design met the requirements 
of national safety standards, Sestric 
went to bat for a new St. Louis asset. 
He urged an immediate amendment to 
the building code to permit panel walls, 
and he advocated putting the code on 
a “performance” instead of a “speci- 
fication” basis. This kind of code sets 
up standards that must be met, but 
it does not arbitrarily rule out some 
materials in favor of others. 


THE AMENDMENT went through, 
and the Brown Shoe warehouse now 
stands as a tribute to it, wrought in 
stainless steel, concrete and brick. 

The amendment, however, had a 
qualification—panel-wall buildings had 
to be of more than 100,000 square feet 
in floor area, and they could not be 
used as schools or hospitals. This pro- 
vision, insisted on by masonry interests

James Thurber Among the British

LONDON. 
JAMES THURBER, who is per- 
haps the world’s greatest living hu- 
morist, isn’t quite sure that he’s 
funny. 

Take the case of the seal in the bed- 
room, that mad drawing of a sea beast 
sublimely clinging to the head board 
of a married couple's bed. 

“It was all an_ accident,” 
Thurber a little sadly. 

“The first drawing was of a seal on 
a rock and he was looking at two dots 
in the distance and the caption was, 
‘Hmm, explorers.’ ” 

Thurber knew that wasn’t very 
funny. In trying to do it over again, 
the rock turned itself into the head 
of a bed. And beneath the precariously 
perched seal appeared a man and a 
woman halfway between the sheets. 

“All right, have it your way,” said 
the woman irately to her husband. “You 
heard a seal bark.” 

In that crazy juxtaposition of animal, 
man, bed and woman and the wildly 
illogical logic of this bedroom scene, 
Thurber made millions of people laugh. 
After the drawing and the caption were 
published in the New Yorker maga- 
zine, Thurber received a telegram from 
the late Robert Benchley thanking him 
for the “funniest line drawing” ever to 

pear in a magazine. 

“t thought to myself,” explained 

Thurber, “‘what the hell’s he talking 
about?’” : 
EARLY THIS SUMMER 
Thurber came to London to get some 
peace and quiet, but it’s been one long 
interruption ever since. 

Most of the distractions have been 
from the British press, television and 
radio. | 
Scandinavians, Germans, Netherlanders, 
Greeks and Latins. No Russians though. 
Oddly, he doesn’t seem to mind. 

On few subjects is the British press 
more anti-American than on Thurber. 

The anti-Americanism manifests it- 
self in a strange way, for in their un- 
ashamed hero worship of this tall, 
gangling, gentle native of Columbus, 
Ohio, the British fiercely resent his 
being American. 

Since arriving, Thurber’s opinions 
have been assiduously solicited by press,

TV and radio on everything from the 
future of humor in the nuclear age 
to the sex life of frustrated blood- 
hounds. 

“I'm getting tired of hearing about 
myself over here,” he said. But he said 
it softly. And almost as if he felt he 
was to blame for getting tired of 
himself. 


At 63 he is blind. 

“I don’t see anything at all except 
light—even in the darkest room,” he 
explained. “Soft diffusion of light with- 
out figures or landscape.” 

Perhaps this in some way has some- 


thing to do with the magie of his con- 
versation, for listening to James Thur- 
ber is a rare and wonderful experience. 
His words come out like a torrent of 
bright and lively fragments in a ka- 
leidoscope. But, sit back and listen 
and there’s sense and even pattern in 
their profusion. 
THURBER IS AN EASY talker, 
but like a kaleidoscope, he performs best 
if you jiggle him every few minutes. 
“My drawing? I’ve never taken it 
very seriously. I can’t draw anymore 
at all. I tried it with a luminous pencil 
when I was getting real blind. But 
even this didn’t work... . 


“My blindness? When someone doesn’t 
bring up the subject I usually do... 
when you're blind you naturally take 
a great interest in' eyes. I want to 
write about the human eye, because it 
occurs to me that the human being 
knows less about it than any other part 
of the body. He considers it a delicate 
organ. It’s the toughest thing in the 
body. Those eyedrops, why if you took 


and building trades unions, still stands, 
and it probably will be a major issue 
when the revised code goes before the 
St. Louis Board of Aldermen. 

There does not seem to be the re- 
motest possibility that metal panels 
will ever displace brick, stone, terra 
cotta, tile and other masonry products 
as a building material. Most architects 
prefer masonry under most conditions, 
and masonry is solidly. imbedded in 
our concepts of shelter and our ideals 
of architecture. It would seem that 
only great scarcity or disproportionate 
cost could cause masonry to give way 
to any other kind of material. There 
is plenty of masonry material and, as 
of now, it costs less to put up a masonry 
building than it does one with metal 
panel walls. 


The 100,000-square-feet limitation is 
a meaningless restriction. If a 20-story 
office building can be built with metal 
panels, the same privilege should be 
available to the man setting up a ham- 
burger stand. The exclusion of hospitals 
and schools is a political exclusion, 
which has nothing to do with safety or 
the public welfare. This provision 
simply gives the masonry interests a 
competitive advantage over other ma- 
terials that they competed for in the 
aldermanic chambers, and not in the 
market place. 


There are many drawbacks to the 
metal panel wall. Some of the pioneer 
structures, such as the United Nations 
Secretariat building, leaked badly in 
driving rain. 

The comparative cost depends on 

what you compare. Panels cost more 
in actual construction costs, but the 
investor gains interior space that he 
can use or rent. The panel wall is cur- 
rently in an advanced pioneering phase, 
but its problems are being overcome. 
When the methods of attaching it to 
buildings and weather-proofing it have 
become more standardized, relieving 
the architect of having to design these 
manufacturing details, panel walls will 
constitute a fully devel¥ped building 
medium to which archite@ig arid the 
public should have full access when 
they want it. { 
THE ARGUMENTS for amending 
the building code to permit metal panel 
walls in buildings of any size and for 
any purpose, subject to basic standards 
that have genuine relevance to the good 
of the community are: 

1, The owner of a building should be 
free to own the kind of a building he 
wants and is willing to pay for. 

2. The architect should be given the 
widest possible scope for designing 
buildings that serve the owner’s pur- 
pose to the best advantage and that 
make an esthetic contribution to their 
neighborhood. 

3. Nobody gains anything by standing 
in the way of progress, and the metal 
panel wall clearly represents progress. 

4. Diversity of business and industry 
is the key to this city’s economic sta- 
bility; hence, it is economically appro- 
priate that St. Louis offer hospitality 
to new industrial techniques, and it is 
esthetically appropriate that St. Louis 
architecture reflect the idea of diver- 
sity both in its design and in its use 
of a variety of materials.

Van Remoortel in St. Louis 


EDOUARD VAN REMOORTEL, the new conduc- 
tor of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra who will begin 
his first season in the autumn, was in St. Louis last week 
to hear possible replacements in the orchestra's personnel. 
A number of new players have already been signed, in 
addition to the larger number whose contracts were renewed. 
Despite the turnover Mr. Van Remoortel believes that the 
orchestra will be measurably improved. The first concert 
will be played Nov. 1. 

Aside from the week-to-week activities which will follow 

the practices of former years Mr. Van Remoortel expects 
to begin, during his first season, the process of expanding 
the orchestra’s artistic scope. As the symphony is the 
city’s most important musical institution, his ambition is 
to include a number of choral and operatic works in each 
season's subscription series. The Brahms Requiem and 
the shorter Ave Rerum Corpus by Mozart have been 
planned for next year and Mr. Van Remoortel hopes that 
arrangements can be made to commemorate the 200th 
year of Handel’s death by a performance of the “Messiah” 
or “Israel in Egypt.” 
SINCE LEAVING ST. LOUIS last January Mr. 
Van Remoortel quite literally has traveled to the far 
corners of the earth in the practice of his profession. At 
Osaka, Japan, he was a prominent figure in the Osaka 
Music Festival where, according to press reports, he received 
an unprecedented ovation from the public. 

“The Osaka orchestra,” he said, “is handicapped by poor 
instruments, but the players are sensitive and responsive 
and play with great spirit.” ; 

More recently when winter was beginning to set in on 
the other side of the globe he conducted concerts in Sydney, 
Melbourne and other Australian cities. He regarded the 
Sydney orchestra as excellent by any standard, and the 
public’s interest in music was evident in the fact that 
the concerts had 10,000 regular subscribers. In this interval 
Mr. Van Remoortel has also conducted the Munich Chamber 
Orchestra on tour, the Berlin Philharmonic and the London 
Symphony both in London and at the World's Fair in 
Brussels, 

Before returning to Europe he will conduct the Chicago 
Orchestra in four concerts at Ravinia Park on the North 
Shore of Lake Michigan.

Siqueiros Called a “Comic Dictator”

MEXICO CITY. 

NO ONE IN THIS volatile climate is philosophically resigned 
to the inevitable disappointments of omnibus exhibitions. 
On the contrary, the current First Inter-American Biennial 
of Painting and Graphics, organized officially by the Instituto 
Nacional de Bellas Artes, has called down the unremitting 
wrath of both sides (for, in Mexico, there are two clearly 
designated sides). 

Even before the enormous exhibition was installed, the 
trouble began. This being a country where personality is 
sacred, the pistol-wielding titan David Alfaro Siqueiros plays 
a role in the art world unparalleled in any other country. 
Although only one of several jurors for the Mexican section, 
Siqueiros’ presence was enough to bring angry refusals to 
participate from several important Latin-American artists. 
Wifredo Lam and Candido Portinari, who were asked to be 
guest jurors, representing their countries, did not appear. 
RUFINO TAMAYO, who was to have shared special honors 
with Orozco, Rivera and Siqueiros in retrospective exhibitions, 
at first politely declined, giving as an excuse his Paris 
exhibition. Later, under pressure from the Instituto, Tamayo 
wrote an incisive letter in which he said he could not support 
the organizers of the Biennial who worked for “group 
interests.” “Unfortunately,” wrote Tamayo, “we are still a 
country of gangs where democracy is conspicuous for its 
absence.” 

With the news of Tamayo’s refusal, a number of younger 
painters, restive under the strains of the insistent social 
realist tradition here, took heart and in turn refused to haye 
anything to do with the Biennial. The result, naturally, was 
a room dominated by weak translations of the work of the 
big three: Rivera, Orozco and Siquéiros. 

When finally the sprawling exhibition was installed and 
opened, clamorous denunciations appeared daily in the press. 
Dealers, artists and critics vehemently took their stands. It 
was unanimously agreed that the Biennial was shockingly 
poor on the whole, but the reasons given diverged radically. 
PARTISANS OF THE REALIST tradition and, more par- 
ticularly, of the renowned muralists (and they are, of course, 
the majority, though protest groups have been gaining lately) 
found the perfect scapegoat in the section from the United 
States. They exempted from their scorn only the prize- 
winning painting by Jack Levine, a consummately executed 
portrait. 

It must be understood that when this group discusses art, 
it is always discussed in peculiarly sociological terms. The 
tired mores of the revolution are artificially sustained by the 
last of the powers—Siqueiros and his followers. Siqueiros 
himself sets the pace by declaring that he is not interested 
in the quality of a painting but in its “tendency.” And as 
there is only one tendency he recognizes, all the rest is mere 
carpet and wallpaper decoration. 

There were, of course, irate rebuttals to Siqueiros’ state- 
ment. The enfant-terrible of Mexico, Jose Luis Cuevas, 
wrote a lengthy letter from Caracas calling Siqueiros a comie 
dictator with the intolerant habits of totalitarian politicos. 


AND TWO AUDACIOUS art critics, Margarita Nelken and 

Carillo Gil, devoted several columns successively to the de- 

fense of “abstract art.” Gil, a well-known collector as well 

as critic, stated categorically that the United States section 

was the best, and gave a thoughtful history of “abstract 

expressionism,” probably outlined for the first time in Mexico. 

It must be admitted, ruefully, that Siqueiros and his sup- 

porters were correct in seeing “cocktails of Matisse, Braque, 

Picasso, Manessier and others” in most Latin-American ex- 

hibits. On the whole, the smaller countries represented 

offered mixtures of naive folklorism and naive abstraction. 

Palm trees and happy peasants alternate with incredible 

concoctions of European styles. 

IN MEXICO CITY, and in many Latin-American capitals, 
a growing interest in abstract art exists. But it is an en- 
thusiasm fed by the generous ignorance of neophytes. There 
is little understanding and little discrimination. Perhaps 
art always begins on the surface and eats itself into depth. 
Abstraction is a powerful magnet, and it pulls at younger 
artists tenaciously here. But the fight against entrenched 
personalities—and they are formidable—is just beginning.

Agent 
Suggests 
Fall Garden 


By PAUL M. BERNARD 
County Extension Agent. 


Even though fall gardens 
often give good returns, they've 
never been too popular in the 
St. Louis area. Folks don’t 
plant fall gardens, partly be- 
cause they want a rest from 
their spring and summer gar- 
den chores, partly because the 
weather generally is hot and 
dry when fall gardens need 
planting, partly Decause many 
folks vacation during the fall 
garden-planting season. 

We certainly don’t advocate 
an extensive fall garden, but 
we do think you could provide 
yourself some good eating in 
the cool autumn months by a 
small planting. An area of 10 
feet by 10 or 20 feet it would 
be sufficient. 

I'm sure there is an area of 
100 to 200 square feet some- 
where in your garden that is 
vacant that could be worked, 
fertilized and planted. A good 
area might be that where you 
harvested potatoes. 

Apply about one pound of 
a mixed fertilizer, such as 8-8-8 
or 10-10-10, per 100 square feet 
of garden area. Take a garden 
tractor, rotary tiller, or spade 
and work the fertilizer into 
the soil to a depth of four or 
five inches. In most of Missouri 
moisture is no problem this 
year; we have plenty of it, al- 
though a few inches near the 
surface may need slight mois- 
tening. 

While there are numerous 
vegetables’ you can plant in 
your fall garden you'll prob- 
ably get the most value from a 
few, if you subscribe to the 
small area idea. Chinese cab- 
bage makes a good fall vege- 
table. Sow the seed direct and 
then thin plants to stand 10 
inches apart. A 10-foot row 
will give you good eating for 
a month. Chinese cabbage can 
stand a lot of frost and cold 
weather. 

Other good value vegetables 
to be planted in fall gardens 
include: Spinach, leaf lettuce, 
kale, and turnips for both 
greens and roots. 

-Here are some vegetables 
that can be planted in fall gar- 
dens but require considerable 
space: Sweet corn—only early 
maturing varieties, green 
beans, cabbage, cauliflower, 
and broccoli. It’s also possible 
to plant carrots, beets, rad- 
ishes, mustard, and endive in 
fall gardens. 

Most vegetables should be 
planted no later than the first 
week,of August so that they 
may mature before frost.. Ex- 
ceptions are radishes, leaf let- 
tuce, mustard, turnip greens, 
and spinach. They can be 
planted as late as Sept. 1. Ac- 
tually, you can make two or 
three plantings of these short 
season vegetables for a con- 
tinuous harvest. 

Why not fertilize and work 
up a few hundred square feet 
of sail in your garden and sow 
a few vegetables? A good way 
to get them to come up in hot 
weather is to put a board over 
the row until they germinate. 
After the seeds pop out of the 
ground, tilt the board for a 
few days to give light. but 
protect from direct sun. Don’t 
forget to thin out the seedlings 
and watch out for insects.

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Roof Slab for Y.M.C.A. Poured in One Day 


Using a new machine, developed here, workmen poured the insulating slab for the roof 
of the new Webster Groves Y.M.C.A. building in one day recently. It consists of about 
6820 square feet of a foamed cement mixture three inches deep. Dry cement, water and 
a gelatinous animal protein are fed into the machine and blown into place on corrugated 
metal base through a three-inch hose when they have been mixed to the consistency of 
soft ice cream. Foaming action and protein produce air cells within the slab when it 
cures, thereby creating an insulating medium about one-fifth the weight of concrete made 
with aggregate. Many roofs are made of such material precast in slabs and laid in place, 
but this was the first monolithic cast-in-place job to be undertaken here, Y officials said.

Poke Around

WASHINGTON, (UPI)—Pro- 
spective purchasers of previ- 
ously occupied houses fre- 
quently feel the need ofall the 
expert advice they can get. 


Many, if not most of these 
purchasers, according to gov- 
ernment experts, are newly 
married and-or have been liv- 
ing in apartments. That first 
jump into a house is sometimes 
frightening and fraught with 
mystery. 

The truth is that eommon 
sense and curiosity are fre- 
quently much more valuable to 
the purehaser than @ paid ex- 
pert who, after all, has t6 exist 
in the real estate business long 
after the one sale is consum- 
ated. 

Without reflecting on profes- 
sional estimators and evalua- 
tors, the experts say there are 
a number of common-sense 
things the buyer can .do for 
himself in sizing up the condi- 
tion of a house that may have 
been standing for several 
years. Such as: 

Take one thorough tour of 
the house by yourself or with 

your wife, but definitely with- 
out the owner or an agent in 
tow. This gives you more time 
to think; more time to apply 
your personal problems and 
possessions to the living space 
you're inspecting, Remember, 
you'll be living in this house 
for years and it can be a costly 
mistake to discover after you've 
bought it that much of your 
furniture doesn’t fit in it. 

Take a 50-foot tape measure 
with you, along with the spec- 
ifications of all your larger 
pieces of furniture, including 
couches, piano, TV set and 
beds. 


It Isn't Free 

You don't have to be rude 
about it, but try and assume a 
detached attitude when the 
owner in a burst of generosity 
tells you that although he paid 
$900 for the wall-to-wall car- 
peting in the living room, din- 

‘ing room and main stairway, 
he’s including it in the sale of 
the house—free. 

In the first place, it isn't free 
at all. It most usually has been 
added to the purchase price in 
one form or another. 

You may be getting a good 
deal on the carpeting, but 
think first whether the color 
will blend tastefully with your 
furniture and drapes. Other- 
wise, you have to buy new 
upholstery and new curtains. 

Take a look at the floors 
beneath the carpeting. They 
might be marred or stained 
badly, and while this is no 
catastrophe, it is another talk- 
ing point when the time comes 
to haggle about price. 

Be sure there is a list of elec- 
trical appliances that go with 
the house. Then ask the owner 
for permission to try them 
out, particularly the garbage 
grinder, dishwasher, clothes

MENARD, IIl., Aug. 2. 


MENARD STATE PRISON, 
squatting grimly on the bleak 
limestone bluffs of the Missis- 
sippi river some 60 miles 
south of St. Louis, is about 
the last place in the world 
you'd expect to find a success- 
ful toy inventor. 


But that’s exactly where 
Clyde Wagner, 42-year-old con- 
vict who has spent half his 
life behind bars, works long 
hours in his 6 by 12-foot cell 
turning out designs for play- 
things he hopes will eventually 
show up on toy counters all 
over the country. 


And for a man who is serv- 
ing a 100-year sentence, Wag- 
ner is doing pretty well at 
his unusual occupation. He is 
the designer of “Kongo Safari,” 
a push-pull elephant train in- 
tended for pre-school age chil- 
dren. It drew 700,000 orders 
at its initial showing at the 
National Toy Fair in New York 
last spring. At three cents 
royalty on each toy sold, Wag- 
ner should make at least $21,- 
000. If “Kongo Safari” sells 
1,500,000 copies by Christmas, 
as its manufacturer hopes, 
Wagner will have a tidy $45.- 
000 in his stocking. 

Even after taxes that's a 
small fortune for anyone—es- 
pecially for a convict. 


Wagner doesn’t feel that he’s 
come into sudden riches. Some- 
what ruefully, he points out 
that there’s nothing at all sud- 
den about his success as a toy 
designer—he’s put in nearly 21 
years of hard, frustrating work 
to learn the techniques that led 
to “Kongo Safari.” 

He has mastered art to the 
extent that his oil paintings 
hang in many places through- 
out America. He has invented 
almost everything from a new 
type cotter pin to a revolu- 
tionary jet aircraft. 

In spite of the fact that he 
holds 70 patents on his inven- 
tions, and that his paintings 
have sometimes sold for hun- 
dreds of dollars, Wagner has 
never made much money. Ex- 
penses on his less successful 
gadgets have eaten up every- 
th he’s made so far—but 
this one toy may make up for 
all the failures. 

While “Kongo Safari” is 
Wagner’s first profitble toy, 
it’s far from the first he’s in- 
vented. Last year alone he 
submitted 80 designs to manu- 
facturers for consideration for 
the 1958 market. Five of these 
are being developed and may 
go On sale before the Christ- 
mas toy season begins, he says. 

There’s nothing about Clyde 
Wagner to suggest a toy de- 
signer. A nervous man who 
spits out his words machine- 
gun fashion, he is intensely 
businesslike, but at the same 
time is animated and eager to 
talk about his work. His gray- 
ing, close-cropped hair and 
lined face contradict his youth- 
ful manner, betraying the load 
of worgy he carries. 

Wagner's load is man-sized. 
He is in prison for the fatal 
shooting of an Alton police 
officer, Addis Miller. 

Miller had arrested Wagner 
on suspicion of a garage bur- 
glary. They rode in Wagner's 
car to Alton City Hall. Wagner 
drew an automatic pistol, hid- 
den under the floor mat, and 
the policeman was killed in the 
exchange of shots which fol- 
lowed. 

When the double gates of 
Menard clanged shut behind 
him in 1937, Wagner had 33 
years and three months to 
serve before he could hope for 
release on parole—13 years 
more than if he were serving 
life. Today he is still at least 
13 years away from freedom, 
unless his sentence is reduced, 
with his first parole hearing 
scheduled for 1971. 

Still, he keeps alive the hope 
that he will be able someday 
to have a normal life outside 
prison, and that hope has led 
him to his toy designing career. 

Wagner entered Menard as 
a youth of 21 with a bad past 
and only what future he could 
make for himself. He had an 
eighth-grade education and 
knew no trade. Since prison of- 
ficials didn’t see much point in 
wasting vocational training on 
a man who wouldn't be “on the 
bricks” for at least 33 years, 
he was assigned to a 20-pound 
sledge hammer in the rock 
quarry. 


“That kept me plenty occu- 
pied during the day, but the 
nights were awful long in the 
cell,” he recalls. Realizing 
that he had no one to rely on 
but himself, he set out to build 
his own future. 


Warden Ross V. Randolph 
calls him “one of the most un- 
usual prisoners I’ve ever seen.” 

Randolph points to Wagner’s 
record of accomplishment while 
in Menard as an example of 
what an inmate can do if he 
really puts effort into reha- 
bilitating himself: “When Wag- 
ner came to prison he could 
have just given up, with all the 
time he had to serve, or he 
could have taken a what-have- 
I-got-to-lose attitude and spent 
his time making trouble. He 
did neither; he worked hard 
to better himself and prepare 
for the day he leaves prison.” 

Wagner began his work to- 
ward a-new future shortly aft- 
er he entered Menard by sign- 
ing up at the prison schooi for 
courses he could study in his 
cell at night. Eventually he 
achieved the equivalent of a 
high school education.

During: this period he 
sketched and drew—and like 
thousands of convicts before 
and since who have found in 
art a refuge from the pressures 
of prison, he was soon totally 
absorbed. He began serious 
work, concentrating first on 
ink, then pastels, then oils. 

It didn’t take him long to 
develop skills in all the medi- 
ums—though he prefers oils— 
and in the years since he has 
developed a distinctive and 
highly professional style. 

His murals decorate the 
walls of many buildings in 
Menard. Hundreds of his paint- 
ings hang in homes, churches, 
offices, and even the Govern- 
or’s mansion in Springfield. 
One was awarded fourth prize 
at the Illinois State Fair art 
exhibit only last year. 

While keeping up his art 
work, Wagner turned to 
another interest. 

From early childhood he has 
been fascinated by things me- 
chanical. 

In prison he didn’t have the 


tools or material to indulge his 
hobby, which can best be de- 
fined as “tinkering,” so he set 
out to create another outlet 
for mechanical expression. He 
studied mathematics and draft- 
ing so he could set his ideas 
down on paper. Soon he was 
working out original ideas for 
gadgets and was on the way to 
becoming one of the most pro- 
lific inventors in the country. 


Even though most of his 
ideas have proved to be prac- 
tical, he has never managed to 
make much money from his in- 
ventions. In fact, over the 
years they've been a losing 
proposition and he’s had to bor- 
row money from Wagner-the- 
Artist to support Wagner-the- 
Inventor. 

“Maybe if I had only in- 
vented the successful things 
I'd have been all right,” he 
observes, “but there were fail- 
ures, too, and failures are as 
expensive to work with as suc- 
cesses. Getting patents, hiring 
people outside to build working 
models to submit to manufac- 
turers, and all the other things 
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involved have eaten up every- 
thing I’ve made on the inven- 
tions I’ve sold.” 


Even a successful invention 
can sometimes turn out to be 
a disappointment, says Wag- 
ner. 


“Like my very first one, a 
cotter pin that could be quick- 
ly installed with just the tap of 
a hammer,” he relates. “I 
sent it to one company, which 
converted a machine to make 
up a number of samples. They 
offered me a contract, but on 
the condition that they could 
get their biggest customer, an 
automobile manufacturer, to 
adopt the pin. 


“After some experimenting, 
the automobile outfit turned it 
down. When I sent the pin to 
another company, they sent 
back one just like it that they'd 
just begun to produce. Now 
the thing's in use all over the 
world, but it’s not mine — I 
didn’t have a patent.” 


One lesson was enough. He 
boned up on patent law, and 
now all his major inventions 
are protected. He hires an at- 
torney to make the patent 
search, but makes up his own 
application and drawings. 


He got his knowledge of 
patent procedure by trial and 
error. “I didn’t know how to 
go about it, but I figured the 
best thing to do would be to 
write to the patent office and 
ask. They sent me a booklet, 
and I studied it a while and 
fired in an application. They 
fired it right back. After 
about a dozen rejects I finally 
got it right, and I’ve never 
had any trouble since.” 

Not even knowledge of pat- 
ent law can save Wagner from 
losing out occasionally. Sev- 
eral years ago he wrote the 
company which was handling 
most of his designs about an 
idea he'd just had. Why not 
have some sort of device on 
the side of automobiles to let 
the driver know he's getting 
close to the curb? 

“The company didn't think

it would be practical, or that 
anybody would be interested if 
it was, so I didn’t even draw 
it up,” Wagner relates. Then 
he grins: “Some other guy had 
the same idea, and some other 
company liked it. The public 
must have, too, because I un- 
derstand they bought millions 
of the things—called ‘em ‘cat 
whiskers.’ ” 


The most ambitious of Wag- 
ner’s inventions was one of the 
150 he offered to the National 
Inventors’ Council for possible 
use by the Armed Forces, dur- 
ing' World War II. These in- 
cluded such small cogs in the 
huge machine of war as a wa- 
ter- and air-tight zipper tested 
by the Air Force—but the big 
thing was a complete jet air- 
craft, 


The engineering staff of 
Consolidated Vultee Aircraft 
Corp., which handled the de- 
sign, was astounded that one 
man—especially a convict who 
had never seen an actual jet 
engine—could design a com- 
plete plane. The engineers 
were particularly intrigued by 
the basic idea of the plane, 
wings and motors that tilted on 
knuckles to permit short take- 
off and landing, and were eager 
to work with the design. 


The Government was con- 
cerned with more immediate 
problems, however, and 
ordered the plane shelved. 


Executives at Consolidated 
Vultee had plans of their own; 
they wanted Wagner on their 
staff, and they attempted to get 
him released from prison with 
a petition for executive clemen- 
cy. 

The Parole and Pardon 
Board, which reviews clem- 
ency petitions, turned down 
that bid for freedom for Wag- 
ner, as it has nine others in 
the years since. When he was 
denied on his most recent ap- 
plication last October, Wagner 
gave up hope for a reduction 
of his 100-year sentence, but 
he believes he will be paroled 
in 1971, 


Wagner continued after the 
war to design tools and machin- 
ery — unsuccessfully, for the 
most part. It wasn’t that his 
ideas weren't good enough, he 
says, but manufacturers had 
such a large stockpile of tools 
‘that they weren't interested in 
new designs. 

In 1951 he was transferred 
from Menard to another branch 
of the Illinois State Peniten- 
tiary. It was during this pe- 
riod that he began to put 
serious effort into working out 
ideas for toys. A hobby of 
several years’ standing, toy de- 
signing became Wagner's main 
interest, and he turned out a 
number of designs. These were 
among his personal effects 
when he was transferred back 
to Menard in 1956. 

“While I was gone from 
Menard, they'd had two bad 
riots and when Gov. Stratton 
came into office he sent War- 
den Randolph down to clean 
the place up. I'd heard that 
Randolph was all for a man 
trying to help himself, and 
when I got back to Menard I 
found out it was true,” Wagner 
says. 

Guards who “shook down” 
the belongings of inmates on 
the transfer found Wagner's 
toy sketches and took them to 
Randolph. He knew something 
of Wagner's story and had of 
course seen the many paint- 
ings he left at Menard. He 
interviewed the man. 

“The first thing the warden 
wanted to know was if I really 
believed I could do some good 
with toys,” Wagner related. 
“When I assured him I did, 
he wanted to know what I 
needed to work with—and he 
meant it, because he got a com- 
plete set of drawing instru- 
ments and everything else I 
needed. Then he told me to 
go ahead and do my best.” 


Randolph assigned Wagner 
to Menard’s vocational school 
as instructor of the sign paint- 
ing class so he could keep up 
his art work and made ar- 
rangements for him to have 
as much freedom as possible to 
work on toy designs in his 
spare time. 


“Tt started out working with 
wooden toys, but I soon dis- 
covered that this is the plastic 
age—it’s easier, cheaper, and 
faster to work with, and the 
toy companies just don't use 
anything else if they can help 
it. When I learned that, I was 


over the big hurdle,” Wagner 
explains. 
Once over that hurdle he 


was off to his start and is still 
running He’s designing new 
toys at the rate of four a week 
and already has 182 in the 
hands of manufacturers for 
consideration for the 1959 mar- 
ket. 


“Four companies are de- 
veloping my ideas — building 
models and figuring costs and 
materials—and so far it looks 
like I'll have five and maybe 
seven toys on the market next 
year,” he says jubilantly. 

“Of course I’m happy that 
my toys are going over so well, 
and not just because of the 
money I'll make, either. It 
proves that all these years of 
hard work haven't been wasted 
—that there is a future for 
me. Kongo Safari proves that 
I can make good, and I'll keep 
working to keep proving it. 
It may be 13 years before I 
have my freedom, but it'll be 
a better life than I had before 
I came here. It will be one 
I built myself.” 

Wagner's friends are betting 
on him. They're proud of the 
man who made a simple plastic 
toy the key to open the gates 
to a whole new life.

MRS. ROGERS DEAKIN, 
wife of a physician, mother of 
four, and mistress of a 15-room 
house, had some time on her 
hands and decided she'd go 
back to school.

the Board of Freeholders, with 
19 members, non-partisan men 
and women from city and 
county, was appointed in May 
to study and recommend a 
plan whereby city and county 
can work out problems ami- 
cably for all. 


“We may choose one of four 
methods. to recommend,” said 
Mrs. Deakin. “‘A merger of the 
city and county, the re-entry 
of the city into the county, en- 
largement of the city by an- 
nexing the county, or the 
establishment of metropolitan 
districts for the administration 
of services common to the 
area. 


“What we have done so far 
is to start on area-wide prob- 
lems we considered most im- 
portant. Our first has been 
traffic and transit. We've held 
hearings for three weeks and 
we've had wonderful response 
from city and county officials, 
radio, TV, newspapers, repre- 
sentatives of companies con- 
cerned and unions. 

“But nobody ever wanders 
in from the public. They’re the 
ones who ride the busses and 


fight the traffic. Although the 
meetings are open, Mr. John 
Smith, the man we're trying 
to help, doesn't come in.” 


The Freeholders are divided 
into committees—Mrs. Deakin 
serves on four—and these com- 
mittees meet individually and 
also hold joint board meet- 
ings, alternating between coun- 
ty and downtown. Sometimes 
there are two meetings a day 
and sometimes none. On these 
free days, Mrs. Deakin catches 
up on minutes of the commit- 
tee for which she is secretary. 

Secretarial work was her 
field many years ago before 
she was married. She was re- 
ceptionist-typist assistant for a 
doctor and thus met Dr. Rog- 
ers Deakin. After their mar- 
riage she worked for a while, 
then became a housewife, con- 
fining her outside activities to 
the Red Cross, United Fund 
and League of Women Voters. 

Six years ago she had to 
have a nerve operation on her 
face. The doctor, a personal 
friend, warned her that most 
of his patients found the re- 
sulting numbness depressing 
and were pretty gloomy in 


spirits. Mrs. Deakin decided 
she wouldn't be among the 
complainers. She enrolled at 
Washington University for a 
course in political science and 
found it fascinating. 

“When summer came along 
and there were no classes I 
thought I'd go into. polities 
and see how it worked,” .she 
recalled. “I might tell you it 
doesn’t work exactly as the 
teachers say it does.” 

Her committeman was out 
of town at the time she volun- 
teered so she called a few 
other people and was. made to 
feel about as welcome as a 
swarm of ants at a basket pic- 
nic. Political groups tradi- 
tionally look askance at new- 
comers, especially newcomers 
who've taken a course, 

Somewhat miffed; Mrs. 
Deakin wrote Congressman 
Tom Curtis something to the 
effect of hey, what goes on 
here, doesn’t our party want 
workers? Curtis wrote back 
suggesting that she see her 
committeeman. She _ suspects 
he may have written the com- 
mitteeman, too. 

At any rate when Commit- 


teeman Michael J. Hart re- 
turned to town he invited her 
to work. Mrs. Deakin still be- 
lieves it takes “a stanch be- 
lief in the two-party system 
and a thick skin” to stay in 
politics, but she is enthusiastic 
about her job as captain of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward's Twenty- 
first precinct, and Hart is 
equally enthusiastic about the 
work she’s done. 

In 1956, Mrs. Deakin ran for 
the charter Board of Freehold- 
ers as a labor candidate sup- 
ported by COPE, but was de- 
feated. In May 1958 she was 
appointed to the present city- 
county group. 

Another activity for her is 
the assembling of a clipping 
file for Republican candidates, 
an idea she got from National 
Chairman Meade Alcorn, who 


suggested that local party 
workers keep a file of office- 
holders’ records. 


“Twelve to 15 of us began 
clipping both newspapers in 
May 1957,” she explained. “We 
keep every story that might be 
of interest to candidates and 
they’re welcome to come to my 
home and consult the file. 
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is the respect and admiration 
of their fellow Freeholders. 

“I don’t believe in women 
members just for the sake of 
having them represented,” said 
Dale Ferris, “but when we can 
get two women of this caliber, 
we're extremely fortunate.” 


All members of the Board of 
Freeholders are swamped with 
homework, pamphlets, leaflets, 
booklets. Mrs. Deakin and Mrs. 
Graham each laughingly tried 
to talk the other into accept- 
ing a statistics-loaded engi- 
neering book when there 
weren't enough copies to go 
around. In their free time, the 
Freeholders study the Wash- 
ington University Metropolitan 
Survey, the Toronto Plan, the 
Dade County plan, the Los An- 
geles Plan. 

Along with homework, Mrs. 
Deakin still manages the three- 
story house at 6237 McPherson 
avenue, with the help of a once- 
a-week ironing woman and 
once-a-week cleaning woman. 
She herself does the cooking. 

“But,” she admits with a 
laugh, “the house itself isn’t as 
clean as it uséd to be and we 
eat out an awful lot.”

Chiggers 
Go With 


Berries 
By Leonard Hall 


ONE OF THE BEST MO- 
MENTS in the Missouri sum- 
mer is blackberry picking time. 
Not for anything would we 
miss it, even though a berry 
patch is the best place we know 
to get a crop of chiggers, those 
pesky mites that inhabit our 
woods, fields and thickets in 
uncountable numbers. Yet we 
are no worse off than other 
areas, for the chigger or har- 
vest mite has spread northward 
from the American tropics un- 
til it is found almost every- 
where from New York state to 
South Dakota and southward. 


igger that 
lives there. It will readily at- 
tach itself to—and bite— any 
mammal, bird, reptile or even 
amphibian that comes along. 
Thus the chigger seldom lacks 
for a meal and has a high rate 
of survival and reproduction. 
Among the huge class of arach- 
nids to which harvest mites or 
chiggers belong—and which in- 
cludes spiders, scorpions, 
horseshoe crabs, ticks and 
daddy long-legs—no less than 
30,000 species have been listed 
by the scientists. 


Closest relative to the 
chigger is the water mite 
which attacks all sorts of 
aquatic creatures and con- 
firms the ditty we quoted 
some time ago that runs 
“Big bugs have little bugs— 
upon their backs to bite 
’em.” Although the water 
mite must breathe air now 
and then, it is well equipped 
for life in the pond and has 
tiny paddle-like bristles on 
its legs to aid it in swim- 
ming. 


THE ARRANGEMENTS that 
normally land-living creatures 
sometimes make to live in 
water are amazing, as with the 
spider that goes down carry- 
ing air with it, spins its web 
between the under-water stems 
of plants, carries more air 
down and keeps it captive in- 
side the web like a balloon. 
It even lays its eggs and hatch- 
es its air-breathing young at 
the bottom of the pond. 


Recently we set up a rather 
large aquarium in which we 
hope to reproduce as well as 
possible the conditions existing 
in our farm ponds. The aquari- 
um came from our biologist 
brother Tom and the motor 
and pump for aerating it are 
on loan from Martin Schweig. 
We brought in a tub of pond 
water complete with one clump 
each of arrowhead and water 
Piantain, some spike rush and 
pondweed, although these lat- 
ter had to be eliminated. There 
were also the tiny fry of blue- 
gills and minnows, tadpole- 
snails and all sorts of other 
small creatures dipped up with 
the water. Some of these are 
almost invisible, but one that 
we found in fair numbers is 
the bright red water mite. Tais 
cousin of the chigger grows 
much larger and can be seen 
readily as it crawls on the 
bottom or paddies rapidly 
toward the surface. 


Much research has been 
done on how to repel chig- 
gers, as well as the ticks 
that make outdoor life al- 
most unbearable in the Ozark 
counties which still have cat- 
tle grazing on the open 
range—and thus ruin their 
chances for recreational de- 
velopment. The old-time re- 
Pellent was sulphur or a 
solution of hy posulph ate 
sponged on. Far more effec- 
tive repellents are available 
today, some of them made 
in St. Louis, Our favorite is 
a hydrogenated rotenone in 
a low-pressure aerosol bomb; 
this being fatal to the Pests 
and the least dangerous of 
insecticides to human beings. 
There are other insect dopes 
in the form of liquid, pow- 
der, a greaseless stick and 
even a tissue that can be 
rubbed on the skin. 


I'M RATHER ASHAMED 
admit that we Bet like a tot 
of other back-country folk and 
Say, aS we scratch ourselves, 
Oh, chiggers don’t bother me.” 
Yet there is some truth here 
as far as I am concerned, for 
Bs oe rs be ponent immune 

rnery for the pe 
while the ones that bite do ee 
itch long or raise big welts. 
How different is this from boy- 
hood days when a morning in 
the berry patch was paid for 
with a week of pure misery. 
Twenty cents.a gallon was the 
going price for blackberries’ in 
our little town of Potosi and 
cant recall a half-dollar 
earned with a greater quota of 

blood, sweat and scratches. 


Nowadays we do not pick 
many berries to freeze, can, 
preserve or jell; but we do en- 
joy all we can eat at least once 
every day. Often we have an 
early supper, then take our 
basket and berry boxes and 


manage to pick a couple of . 


quarts before dusk. The berry 
patch is away at the back of 


. the farm on a high rise of 


ground that provides our best 
view of Belleview valley 
stretching south and west and 
the long flank of Buford Moun- 
tain rising to the east. Some- 
times this high place reminds 
me of E. B. White’s barn roof 
up in Maine, from which he be- 
lieved a man had a better view 
of the world’s sorry affairs 
than did a prime minister shut 
up in a closet,

FIRE-SLOWING PAINT: You hear increasingly of 
fire-protective paints.

Days as Cardinal Pilot

DURING A GAME early this season at Busch Stadium, a 
strange thing happened. A Cardinal player did not agree 


with an umpire’s decision. 


Cardinal manager Fred Hutchinson rose from the dugout 
steps and walked onto the field. While Hutchinson approached 
the umpire, a press photographer focused his camera. Matthew 
Brady became famous with just such photos of warriors before 


a battle. 

The photo taken that night 
when Hutchinson joined faces 
with the umpire is a classic 
study of wrath in three-quarter 
profile. Hutchinson's head is 
thrust forward on corded neck. 
His black brows have collided 
to produce thunder and his 
dark eyes promise lightning. 
His strong nose has the cast of 
some of the statuary in the Art 
Museum, say the battle ax of 
the Teuton knight. 


Red-haired Patsy Hutchin- 
son, wife of .the warrior and 
mother of his four children, 
gazed upon the photo when it 
was published in the Post-Dis- 
patch. Patsy was silent a mo- 
ment. Then she gave a still- 
girlish sigh and said proudly, 
“He looks like a bear.” 


A framed enlargement of the 
photo has become part of the 
gypsy parcel of possessions the 
Hutchinsons carry with them. 
This treasured portrait of the 
head of the family is signifi- 
cant because it establishes a 
basic difference between ma- 
jor league managers and 
other fathers and husbands. 
Major league managers like to 
think of themselves as typical 
householders after the day’s 
nine innings. They are not, of 
course. No 9-to-5 man has on 
the mantel a salon portrait of 
himself cussing the plant fore- 
man. 

The picture rests in the Kirk- 
wood home the Hutchinsons 
rent. Its eventual landing 
place this fall will be the 
Hutchinson home on Santa 
Maria Island off Florida’s West 
Coast near St. Petersburg. 
Santa Maria Island is a place 
of some individuality. Natives 
claim it attracts homemakers 
who would rather shoot than 
mow because rattlesnakes grow 
on it twice as fast as grass. 
Hutchinson’s favorite descrip- 
tion of Santa Maria Island is 
a quote from a New York 
sports writer. 

“Take a screwball anywhere 
you find him in the world,” the 
sportswriter said after a visit 
among the Santa Marians, 
“spin him around twice and 
he'll land up on Santa Maria 
Island.” 

The off-beat charms of Santa 


-Maria people are slightly ex- 


aggerated. The public view of 
its winter resident Fred Huch- 
inson is similarly exaggerated, 
from the other end of the spy- 
glass. Viewed from a distance, 
and initially he insists upon 
distance, Hutch emerges con- 
siderably less than life size. 

He is reputed to be a mum- 
bler, a man whose words are 
as difficult to pick up as dimes 
on a wet bar. He is reputed 
to be a man of three expres- 
sions: gloomy, gloomier and 
angry. 

That is one Hutchinson. 
There is another Hutchinson, 
articulate and animated to 
friends and umpires. The 
friends esteem him. The um- 
pires respect him. 

“I'd never want Fred to 
know I said it,” a veteran Na- 
tional League umpire said, “but 
he gets mad like a man should. 
He says what he thinks and 
he gives his reason. He knows 
the baseball rulebook. He never 
brings up last night’s quarrel 
the next day, either.” 

Hutchinson is his father’s 
man. 


“My father is the greatest 
man I’ve known,” Hutchinson 
says. Dr. Joseph Hutchinson 
died at 77 in 1951 after all the 
full life a man can ask—he 
was a hero to his sons. 


The Cardinal manager was 
born at Seattle Aug. 12, 1919. 
Dr. and Mrs. Hutchinson had 
two sons in advance of Fred- 
erick Charles. They were Bill, 
9, and John, 7, when Fred was 
born. Each son had a talent 
and found it. 


Bill is Dr. William Hutchin- 
son, physician and surgeon, of 
Seattle. John Hutchinson, Ph. 
D., is on the faculty of -Col- 
umbia University. Fred had a 
stout right arm. He became a 
professional baseball pitcher. 
When the arm wore out he be- 
came a manager. 


“I’m a throwback,” Hutchin- 
son once said when asked to 
explain himself in relation to 
his brothers’ accomplishments. 
He did not say it apologetical- 
ly. He is a throwback to the 
rugged Scots and Irish who 
migrated to Canada and infil- 
trated the United States, fol- 
lowing the northern timber- 
lines across the country. He is 
a throwback to his father, who 
worked ‘a family farm in Wis- 
consin and worked to send a 
brother through law school, 
then put himself through med- 
ical school. 


“My father set up practice 
in Seattle and he practiced in 
one neighborhood all his life,” 
Hutchinson said, 


He treated a lot of the mill 
hands. We didn’t live poor, but 
we weren't rich, either. 


“My father liked a man to 
compete physically. He said a 
man was better off for it be- 
cause he wouldn’t have time 
for so many—uwuh, diversions.” 

Saying “diversion” instead of 
naming some fact of life such 
as pool halls was a rare Hutch- 
inson sally at humor. He ap- 
preciates humor but seldom 
fosters it. His readiness to 
laugh is a threat to family dis- 
cipline. His wife is resigned to 
fatherly lectures that begin 
sternly and disintegrate into 
amusement. He has four lively 
subjects for lecture, or sources 
of amusement, three boys and 
a girl. He speaks of his chil- 
dren as he might of an intelli- 
gent umpire, gruffly and with 
a tone of begrudging admira- 
tion. It is as false a front as a 
man ever put on his pride. 

The Hutchinson children are 
Rick, 13; Jack, 12; Patty, the 
lady among the tigers, aged 10, 
and Joe, 4. After lengthy ac- 
quaintance, when trust has set 
in, Hutchinson speaks of his 
children. He never permits 
himself the pleasure of a direct 
boast. His pride will emerge 
obliquely, on this line: Rick has 
big feet. Feet? They're ele- 
phant pads. Of course, the rest 
of him is big, too. Good arm. 
You know, that boy can throw 
a baseball?

chologist, advised Hutchinson 
not to become a manager. 
Hutchinson was nearing the 
end of his career as a pitcher 
at Detroit and wondering which 
way future security lay.

Helptul Word to Brides

OVER THE YEARS I have 
received a lot of letters from 
wives discussing their mothers- 
in-law, some praising them and 
some blaming them for most of 
their troubles. 

The interesting thing about 
the letters is that, almost al- 
ways, the wife who has mother- 
in-law trouble refers to her 
husband’s mother as “my moth- 
er-in-law.” 

But the women who write to 
praise a mother-in-law nearly 
always refer to her as “my hus- 
band’s mother.”

Meet Tim Herbert, 
Lanky Leprechaun 


TIM HERBERT, as he sat across from me at a table in the 
Gatesworth Hotel's Walnut Room, didn’t seem much like a 
leprechaun. Too lanky, and I never heard of a leprechaun with 
@ crew cut and a serious face. But Tim's playing one, named 
Og, in “Finian’s Rainbow” at Municipal Opera this week. 

“I never played him before, either,” said Tim. “I showed 
up at the tryouts for the Broadway production in 1946. As soon 
as the director saw me, he said, ‘Uh uh, Tim, you're too tall.’ 
Dave Wayne got the role.” 

A leprechaun, I may interject, is an Irish fairy, of diminu- 
tive size, usually a crafty old man. If you cateh one, and man- 
age to hold on to the slippery fellow, he may lead you to where 
he’s hidden the pot of gold. This information is useful, in case 
you ever run across one. 


“So.” I said, “I'll say in my review that Tim 
Herbert shrinks in the role of the leprechaun.” 

“Shrinks,” he said. “Yes. But be sure you spell 
it right.” 


TIM’S VOICE SLIPPED INTO a brogue. “I have pointed 
ears, and a little Irish hat,” he said, making a grimace ¢o that 
his eyes popped in his olive-skinned face. And you could see 
Og taking shape. “But the ears come back to normal as I 
gradually become a mortal.” 

To show how mortal he was, Tim was suffering from a 
bad head cold. “I got in from Louisville Sunday night, dead 
tired and this air conditioning jazz caught me with my guard 
down,” he said. “I couldn't sleep last night. Now tonight I 
have to go up to my room and cram on my sides” (that doesn’t 
mean stuff his stomach, it means study his lines) “and gorge 
on aspirin and stuff like that.”

Some of the exchanges of 
dialogue between Finian and the leprechaun are really clever. 


“Some of these old shows, like ‘Rio Rita,’ ‘The 
Desert Song,’ ‘Rose Maric,’ and ‘The New Moon,’ make 
the comic slave digging up new gags and business. 
And even in some of the new ones, like the role of the 
con man in ‘High Button Shoes,’ thére’s a lot of loose- 
ness in the book, a lot of latitude, so you can play 
around with the part. But in shows like ‘Finian’ and 
‘Pajama Game,’ you haven't room to monkey around.”

WALT DISNEY’S latest adventure picture, “THE LIGHT 
IN THE FOREST.” now at the ORPHEUM THEATER, is slant- 
ed, as usual, toward the children, but this time carries enough 
authority and realism with its romanticism to make it palatable 
for the adults such as those who shepherded their charges into 
the theater at the opening.

Miss Shore, so the story goes, invited the revenue agent 
to her home and showed him her dresses. She won a par- 
tial victory—the federal man finally allowed her to deduct 
as a business expense the cost of every dress in which it 
was impossible to sit down. 

The Government's theory, apparently, is that television 
clothes could be worn in private life. 

Because of the stony attitude of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in the matter of TV clothes, most women perform- 
ers have resolved the clothing problem by borrowing a 
day’s, week’s, or month’s supply of garments from a de- 
signer or manufacturer, paying off with a credit line at 
the end of their shows. 


ARLENE FRANCIS, who has been a panelist on 
“What's My Line?” for years, and has a reputation for 
high style dressing, has her own system. Occasionally 
she borrows a dress from a favorite designer, but her 
most frequent source of clothes is her friends. 

“I watch what my women friends are wearing,” she 
confesses, “and when I spot one with something I think 
I could wear, I snatch the dress off her back.” 

Arlene uses her own personal wardrobe, too, and often 
repeats a dress—if a long enough time has elapsed, like 
four or five years. “And every Christmas I wear the same 
dress, a black velvet with a sable band at the throat. So 
far no one has written in saying they recognized it from 
the previous year.” 


BLOND SINGER Betty Johnson of the Jack Paar show 
has solved her clothes problem in a most unusual way— 
she makes most of her own. In the nine months she has 
been on the Paar show, she hasn’t bought a single new 
dress for it. 

Still, she repeats. She has a pink satin gown trimmed 
with white lace which she bought for her first appearance 
on the Ed Sullivan show. And she says she has worn 
it at least 20 times on the Paar show. “With different 
backdrops,” she says, “it looks like a different dress. Any- 
how, I think housewivés like you better if they see you 
in a dress they recognize.”

Cowboy Cult---A Neurosis? 


NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (AP). 


A FRIEND OF MINE had a strange experience the 
ether night. 

“T watched television for two hours,” he said, “and 
didn’t see a single horse.” 

This may mark a historic moment in the video \p- 
dustry. For come the falling of leaves this autumn, such 
an experience may be next to impossible. 

The hoofbeats of the horse opera will echo in the 
nation’s living rooms as never before. 


Two years ago there were only 11 western series on 
the major networks, last year 16. But the season up- 
coming will have nearly two dozen—that is, if Hollywood 
doesn’t run out of horses and blank cartridges.

Whether westerns are really as popular with the 
people as producers and sponsors seem to think ig open 
to argument. But there is no question they have a tre- 
mendous impact on our current culture. 


More money is spent in filming westerns each year 
than was required to buy all of Alaska in 1867. 

Many of us now feel more familiar with the streéts 
ef such old western towns as Tombstone and Dodge City 
than we are with the streets of our own city. Many of 
us feel we know Wyatt Earp and Billy the Kid better 
than we do our next-door neighbor. 


The cult of the cowboy and the gunman, like the 
eult of bosom-worship in America, sometimes seems to 
have gone beyond the boundaries of pure entertainment 
and to have approached the proportions of a national 
neurosis. 


ONE VETERAN program chief gives this as the reason 
behind the epidemic of westerns: 


“TV is an escape medium. The best kind of escape 
is one in which you are shocked and threatened—but not 
in a way that really could happen to you. 

“That's why westerns succeed. You enjoy the tense 
feeling of watching someone walk down a street in Dodge 
City in 1870 to face a gunman. But one reason you enjoy 
it is that, basically, you know you won't have to do it 
yourself. 

“Modern plays about the loneliness and despair every 
man must face in living may be great art, but they are 
too real. Sponsors don’t like them because they scare 
you out of your house and into the nearest bar.” 

This estimate of the situation is probably true. Watch- 
ing westerns is for many of us—like the ostrich’s fabled 
eustom of sticking its head in the sand-—-a way to keep 
rrom thinking about our own lives and problems. Prob- 
lems we can understand, such as the need for meeting 
a mortgage payment; problems we can’t understand, such 
as what to do in the Middle East. 

Back of it all may be the wild hope that someday, 
somehow, Marshal Dillon or Wyatt Earp will get Nikita 
Khrushchev in their gunsights and end all our worries. 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch—seen any interesting 
new horses lately?

He has been the manager of Lily Pons for 28 con- 
secutive years, believed to be a record in two ways — few 
singers last that long and fewer stick with the same people. 


Mr. Schang said, “The way 
to survive as a manager of 
prima donnas is to give them 
their own way in little things 
and save opposition for crucial 
issues. 

“You- cannot manage a prima 
donna without gaining the con- 
fidence of the cast of char- 
acters which surround the 
singer,” he continued. By this 
he means spouses, parents, 
children, secretaries, accom- 
panists, coaches and friends. 


“A CAREER such as that 
of Lily Pons is exceptional. 
Ordinarily the life of a prima 
donna is short (‘around 15 
years) and only a few of these 
years will she be eligible to 
be steered through the deep 
waters of ‘big money. 


“My definition of temper- 
ment is nothing more than re- 
sistance to being backed in a 
corner by cigar smokers who 
blow smoke rings into the sing- 
er's throat; resistance to after- 
concert parties where the food 
is likely to be a little dead 
fish curled up on a cracker. 


“Rosa Ponselle was a singer 
often accused of temperament, 
a reputation she stated was 
unwarranted. ‘I don’t under- 
stand where I got such a repu- 
tation,” Miss Ponselle once 
remarked. ‘1 am very easy to 
get along with. I only want 
my way in one thing: money. 
Give me my way on this item 
and I'm the easiest person in 
the world to deal with.’” 

It was once explained to 
Grace Moore that in her brac- 
ket she shouldn't. be so strict 
about expenses, as she got 
only 25 cents on the dollar 
anyway. “It takes me four 
times as long to make the dol- 
lars,” answered the practical 
Miss Moore. “That's why ex- 
penses have to be cut to the 
bone.” 

Marion Talley, who earned 
more money in a short time 
than any singer since Jenny 
Lind, once dismissed an audi- 
ence in New Rochelle because 
the sponsor failed to produce 
her fee. Marion got a lot of 
criticism for this act, but it 
had a salutary effect on other 
local impresarios, “I have your 
draft in my pecket, Marion,” 
was the greeting she got there- 
after when she arrived in a 
town. 

Sopranos of this day outrank 


those of the past in Mr. 
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Schang’s judgment. “Also, au- 
diences are more exacting. 
Beauty of voice and musician- 
ship are no longer enough. The 
singer must now have stage 
deportment, acting ability, 
wear clothes well, be good 
looking and maintain a rea- 
sonable weight. 

“The present leader of the 
soprano field is Renata Tebal- 
di. Few in my experience were 
her equals. Perhaps Flagstad, 
Ponselle, no others. 


“THE CURRENT CROP is 
grade A,” continued Schang, 
“with such singers as Schwartz- 
kopf, Della Casa, Gueden, Pet- 
ers, Albaneses, Kirsten, Steber, 
Milanov, de los Angeles and 
Juriac. I omit Callas, because 
she is more of an actress than 
singer. I grant that she is an 
exciting personality and sound 
musician. Unfortunately her 
voice does not measure up in 
quality with the rest. Further- 
more, when she is displeased, 
her voice hardens and becomes 
unpleasant. Something of this 
sort happened recently in 
Rome. 

“Of the new singers it was 
not a soprano who made the 
year’s best showing, but a 
young mezzo named Rosalino 
Elias, from Lowell, Mass. She 
created the role of Erica in 
the Barber-Menotti opera “Va- 
nessa’ and ran away with the 
show. 

“There are more concerts 
given in North America in one 
year than all the rest of the 
world put together. This is 
because of the organized audi- 
ence movement, which under 
the name of community con- 
certs operated series in 850 
cities, providing some 3500 con- 
cert opportunities. Columbia 
is. the largest concert manage- 
ment, with 175 artists and at- 
tractions under contract and 
its biggest rival is S. Hurok.” 

Asked if he got along with 
Hurok, Schang said: “S. Hurok 
presents and F. Schang resents. 
Professional artist managers 
believe that artists should get 
the publicity—all except Hu- 
rok. He is a tough competitor, 
agile for his age. He prefers 
to present attractions in the- 
aters and arenas and my com- 
pany sticks pretty close to con- 
cert halls. You might say he

EMPLOYES ENTITLED 
TO TIME OFF TO VOTE 
UNDER MISSOURI LAW 


ISSOURI statutes pro- 
vide that all employes 
in the state are entitled 
to a minimum of 
hours away from work to 
vote in primary and gen- 
eral elections. 

Persons desiring time off 
to vote must request it in 
advance of election day. The 
law provides that the em- 
ployer may specify the time 
any employe may absent 
himself from work to vote. 

However, the law does 
not apply to any person who 
has three successive hours 
in which he is not in the 
service of his employer, 
during the hours the polls 
are open. 


Twenty-fourth Ward and a

When a voter enters the poll- 
ing place, he first pene go 
to the election judge in charge 
of the registration binder, give 
his name and address and, aft- 
er registration is estab- 
lished, receive a slip author- 
izing him to vote. The voter 
then hands the slip to the 
judge at the voting machine 
and expresses his party pref- 
erence. 

The election judge then pulls 
a lever on the outside of the 
voting machine, which auto- 
matically limits voting to the 
candidates of the party chosen 
by the voter. 


Stepping up to the face of 
the machine, where the candi- 
dates’ names are listed under 
party designation, the voter’s 
first step is to push a small, red 
lever at the extreme top left 
side to the right. This action 
closes a curtain in back of the 
voter to assure secrecy in vot- 
ing and also permits operation 
of the machine. 

As the voter stands in front 
of the machine, the Democratic 
ballot is to the left and the Re- 
publican, to the right. On both 
party ballots, the offices for 
which candidates are seeking 
nomination are listed to the 
left of the names of candidates. 
A heavy, black horizontal line 
separates each office. 
Following the name of each 
candidate on the ballot is a 


small lever which, when pushed 


to the left, places an X after 
the name of the candidate. The 
X is visible to the voter, who 
may change his selection by 
returning the lever to its orig- 
inal position and pressing the 


lever beside another candidate’s 


name. Mechanical adjustments 
make it impossible to vote for 
more than one candidate for 
any office. 

Marker Neces%ary. 

In instances where but one 
candidate has filed for an of- 
fice it is necessary to mark a 
vote for him by pushing the 
lever behind his name to the 
left, or no vote will be regis- 
tered for him. 

After a voter has completed 
his ballot, he pushes the red 
lever at the top left of the ma- 
chine back to its original posi- 
tion. This registers his vote, 
opens the curtain and clears 
the machine for the next voter. 

After the last voter has fin- 
ished balloting, the judges of 
the election lock the voting ma- 
chine and-turn a knob on the 
back of the apparatus which 
starts the tabulating mechan-

I almost didn’t write this story. Though I had intended 
to do an article for PARADE, Nairobi had other plans. 
Nairobi, a lion, is one of the fiercest beasts I ever 
handled.

Then came the big night when he joined the other 
cats for his first public performance.

The act went well. Nairobi performed like a sea- 
soned trouper.

Nairobi lay next to Brutus, a troublemaker from 
way back. In a flash, Brutus, noticing a newcomer 
beside him and resenting it, gave Nairobi a powerful 
blow in the face with his paw. Natirobi, enraged, in- 
stead of swiping back, sprang at me. 

I was caught off guard. The big cat pinned me hard 
against the cage bars. Unable to move, I stared into 
his snarling mouth with its huge fangs. I've had close 
calls before. This time I thought my number really 
was up. In a few seconds I'd be the late Mr. Beatty — 
in shreds. Suddenly I heard a roar and felt a terrific 
jolt. Brutus had leaped savagely onto Nairobi’s back. 
As Nairobi swerved viciously to meet this onslaught, 
I was able to escape from the arena.

HOW ROMANCE CAN STAY 
IN YOUR MARRIAGE 


A FAMOUS ACTRESS TELLS... 


Can you afford to take your marriage for granted? Read what one woman 


has to say about her marital happiness... by JOAN CRAWFORD

were wed. In this unusual article, Miss Crawford talks 
revealingly about her marriage and about a subject of 
considerable significance to wives and husbands. And 
Mr. Steele adds his own comments. 


N A RECENT TRIP I met the wife of a prominent 

businessman ‘at a dinner party. The talk turned 

to marriage and she made this confession to me: “I 

have almost everything I want except the thing I want 

most.” She looked a bit sheepish as she explained: 

“The sprig of forget-me-nots my husband used to put 
on my dresser every Sunday.” 

She paused with a smile. “You see,” she concluded 
wistfully, “he’s forgotten.” 

I have hopped all over the country within the past 
18 months and spoken to hundreds of women. And | 
have discovered that many are mourning the disap- 
pearance of romance from their married lives. 

But in the same breath, they say something like 
this: “Naturally, I realize romance can’t go on for- 
ever...” Well, I disagree violently! 

I think romance can go on, even though the part- 
ners are deep in their forties, fifties and have been 
married for years. Newlyweds and college kids don’t 
have a copyright on romance. 

There’s romance in my marriage and heaven knows 
I'm no teenager. I'd like to explain this but before I 
do, please let me make it clear that I am not going to 
offer any kind of advice here. I don’t consider myself 
an expert in anybody's marriage except mine. What I 
will try to tell you is how my husband and I manage to 
keep this prime ingredient in our married lives. 

I have been married before. But a screen actress 
sometimes lives in a make-believe world, with make- 
believe emotions, before she awakens into the real 
world of flesh-and-blood people. I have known stars 
who never awaken at all, and that’s a tragedy. 

It’s hard to remain undazzled in that atmosphere. 


The sets are so glamorous, the men in them so gay and 
charming, the stories so dramatic, the wit so sprightly. 
And life outside the studio feeds on artificiality, too. 

This unreality becomes a major part of a screen 
player's life. She scarcely knows where her real self 
begins and her pretend self leaves off. And this is often 
poor soil in which to plant a marriage. 

Whether it’s a Hollywood type of unreality or a 
let’s-live-it-up kind of life in any city, town or suburb, 
the point is the same. Successful marriages need truth, 
a facing of hard facts, honest understanding. 

None of us likes to face up to past mistakes. But if 
my former marriages have helped me to learn how to 
make this man I love happy, then I am glad I expe- 
rienced them. 

How is romance being kept alive in my marriage? 
In a number of ways: 


I am part of my husband's business 
life as well as his personal life. 


I know what he does during his working day. | 
know the problems he faces, the worries he has. 

For too many women, these hours are a great big 
void. They have only the foggiest notions of how the 
breadwinner wins the bread. I asked an acquaintance 
once what her husband did. She replied he was “in 
insurance.” She didn't know if he insured people, 
steamships or orang-utans. Another woman I know is 
fairly certain her husband is in the brokerage business, 
but ask her for details and she’s lost. 

When my husband comes home at the end of the 
day, we cut off the phone, mix a drink and discuss 
what happened. We talk about his business, because 
now that’s my business too—in addition to the busi- 
ness of understanding him and of making him happy. 

Not only am I deeply interested in his work—| 
work with him, too. : 

If my husband were an accountant, I’d help him 
total up figures. If he ran a store, I'd be behind the 
counter. It happens my. husband must travel, so |! 
travel with him. I’ve logged 98,000 miles in the past

year and a half. Before then, I had been in an air- 
plane only once—lI felt if God had wanted me to fly, 
He would have made me a bird. Well, I got married 
and I’ve been flying in more ways than one ever since. 
The point I am making is simply this: I don’t shut 
myself out of a majer portion of my husband's exist- 
ence—his work. And because I am part of it, I am 
that much more a part of his life. 
Aside by Mr. Steele: Joan is practically a business 
associate. Few of my colleagues have her business 
head and none has her figute. So how can I lose? 
Actually, this works both ways. I’m interested in Joan’s 
work, too. We made up our minds when we were 
married that we would not be separated, and the way 
to accomplish this is to be deeply interested in each 
other's work and problems. And by this, | mean any- 
thing a wife does whether it’s a job, the P.T.A. or 
running a home. 


I stay with my husband at parties 


At a social gathering I watched a couple come in. 
As soon as they disposed of their coats, the woman 
tripped off to greet some friends, leaving her husband 
in the foyer. He drifted into another group and the 


two remained apart until it was time to go home. 

If this woman ever wails to me that romance has 
gone out of her marriage, I'll tell her one good reason! 
A woman needs to feel that she’s wanted but a man 
wants some attention, too. 

I've noticed that happily married couples either 

stay together all evening or for long periods. Spike 
Jones, for example, never leaves his wife Helen's side 
—they even hold hands. Jerry Lewis is always close 
to his wife, Patti. She sits and beams as he makes his 
jokes. I stay with my husband, and the reason is that 
he’s more fun to be with than anybody else. 
Aside by Mr. Steele: And I stay with Joan, but I 
have no choice. If I ever wander off, sure as shooting 
some slick operator would sidle over and try to make 
time with my wife! 


I tell my husband I love him. 


This may astonish women who have been brought 
up to believe that the man says all the-whispered words 
of love, while the lady merely, listens demurely. |! 
think that’s nonsense. Women who complain that 
their husbands no longer woo them rarely stop to think 
that a man, too, wants to be told he’s loved. 


And I just don’t tell my husband. At home, I do 

little extra things to let him know he’s something spe- 
cial. Not bothering makes a marriage go stale. A man 
senses this quickly and then he, too, stops bothering. 


I dress to please my husband 


Men are going to love this! There’s a red-hot argu- 
ment on the question: For whom do women dress— 
men, other women or themselves? Well, I aim to keep 
romance alive in my marriage, so I dress chiefly to 
please my man, and then to please myself. 

At home, Alfred doesn’t especially care for makeup, 
so I go without it. At home, he prefers my hair long, 
so it’s worn long. : 

I am crazy about hats: But if my husband shows 
that he doesn’t care about a new one, back it goes to 
the store even though I'm mad about it myself. 

I use my own judgment about clothes because | 
know what styles and colors suit me best. Neverthe- 
less, if my husband thinks I look awful in a particular 
outfit, I won’t wear it no matter how well I think it 
looks or how much other women might approve. 
Aside by Mr. Steele: If Joan ever showed up in a 
sack, then there really would be a family argument. 
(Reply by Joan: I wouldn't be caught dead in one of 
those things. They hide what you've got. And as long 
as I've got it, I'll show it!) 


I keep. flirting with my husband 

He won't ever catch me at home wearing cream on 
my face, metal curlers in my hair or a sloppy outfit. The 
girls who do and explain “it’s only old Joe who sees 
me” should remember Joe keeps seeing those glamor 
cats in the office and shops. And pretty soon sloppy 
old you won't look so hot to good old Joe. 

The famous evangelist Billy Graham had this to 
say during his San Francisco crusade: “A wife should 
stay attractive,” he told a crowd of 16,000. “No 
wonder some husbands don’t come home.” 

I put on the creams, lotions and other beautifying 
stuff when Alfred isn’t home. This gal is aiming for 
those moments when her husband looks at her as 
though she were the most special thing in the world. 


We argue in low voices 


Sure, we have disagrements. What married couple 
doesn’t? But we have a trick. 

We agreed that no matter what the subject or how 
upset we think we are, we would not raise our voices 
during an argument. We would not explode at each 
other. Thus we succeed in clearing the air without 
bruising anyone’s feelings in the process. 

The point is that arguing in the usual loud way can 
easily lead to abuse and name-calling. Before you 
know it deep, long-lasting wounds have been inflicted. 

But deliberately keeping our voices low acts as a 
brake on emotions. It’s impossible to say something we 
would regret later on. 

And those are the ways I keep romance alive in my 
marriage. There's still another one: I let my husband 
have the last word! And this is it:

<p DETROIT, MICH. 
lease drink your milk . . . Pick up those 
toys or someone will fall over them . . . Stop hit- 
ting your brother this instant! . . . But you said 
you'd go to bed at 8.” 

Sound familiar? These are typical remarks of 
parents to small children. They are vital in 
1,000 simple, daily situations to carry out the 
hectic, rewarding, frustrating and pleasing busi- 
ness of child-rearing. 

Now, for the first time, they are being studied 
scientifically. The purpose: to discover how par- 
ents actually get their children to do things in 
everyday living and their effects on the chil- 
dren's‘ emotional well-being. Which parental 
directives make the child tense and resentful? 
Which bolster his confidence and security? 

Reported here exclusively are initial findings 
of the research. They may change your attitudes 
toward handling your child—and may make for 
a happier home situation all round. 

Several years ago, psychologists at the Merrill- 
Palmer School here were struck by this fact: 
experts have told parents over and over how to 
feel towards children (to love and “accept” 
them) if the youngsters are to be happy, but 
little about how to act. 


Methods You Use 


Thus, the Merrill-Palmer research team set 
about to fill part of the gap. Groups of parents 
and their nursery-school-aged children were 
studied intensively. Here are some of the dis- 
coveries : 

Parents use five basic “influence techniques” 
—or methods to get something done—with their 
youngsters. These are: 

1) Power only. Here, the parent expresses 
his size and physical superiority by what he 
says, by gestures or attitudes. Threat may or 
may not be present. For example, “Stop what 
you're doing or I'll make you stop . . . Come 
here, or you'll get a spanking... Eat your 
lunch!” (A frown may “say” the same thing.) 
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2) Power with-reason. Parents still e 
their arbitrariness, but a reason for the de 
is included: “You're keeping Daddy waiti 
Don’t pull her hair, that’s naughty.” 

3) Power with “cushion.” So-called 
ions” are used to soften the order—but 
carries the parental-strength aspect.

4) Persuasion. Here, there is an apy 
the child’s emotions or reason.

“Overpowered” children also tend to 
be domineering—to use the same techniques 
with children their own age that they experi- 
ence at home. 

@ The more you use power with cushion, per- 
suasion and suggestion, the more likely you are 
to see the following: your children will show 
less hostility to other children and to teachers; 
they will be less fearful, more emotionally 
secure, and will show more curiosity. ( Expres- 
sion of curiosity and imagination are indicators 
of good mental health, say some experts.) 

@ Some further findings: repeated use of power 
with reason produces some hostility among chil- 
dren, but is not likely to damage them emotion- 
ally as much aswveruse of power alone The same 
holds for power with cushion, which reduces 
effects of excessive power alone. 


A Vital Consideration 


No parents in the study were 100 per cent 
successful in getting children to do what they 
wanted them to at the right time. 

There is no secret formula for influencing 
your child to behave in the “right way” each 
time a problem arises. But here is what every 
parent should bear in mind: 

1) Power alone may result in immediate 
compliance most often from the child. But it 
can be damaging in the long run. 

2) The more you use cushions, persuasion 
and suggestion, the more likely you are to see a 
child who is emotionally secure— imaginative, 
more creative and less fear-ridden. 

Dr. Sigel adds: “Perhaps it is most important 
for parents to realize that influence techniques 
—what the parent does—can be as important 


to the child as what the parent ‘feels.’” %

e An iron “chair” zipped six feet above 
the ground at St. Paris, Ohio. 
e A row boat jumped 20 feet above the 
water and flew three miles down a lake 
near Martinsville, Va. 
e A teenager here stepped into an alumi- 
num chair, hooked it by rope to a tow car 
and zoomed 75 feet into the air. 

The man behind all these giddy goings- 
on is crisp-talking Igor Bensen, a fortyish 
engineer who has kicked off a fascinating 
pastime —— “minicopter” flying. His ma- 
chines — wingless gliders with a heli- 
copter’s rotor blade spinning on top—now 
number close to 1,000. Whirling at the 
end of tow ropes, they're being flown by 
enthusiasts in nearly a dozen minicopter 
clubs across the country. 


Except for the rotor blade, few mini- 
copters look alike, since there are many 
ways of making them. For $10 Bensen 
will sell you the plans; you make the parts 
yourself from salvaged. plane equipment, 
old pipe, or parts you can pick up in a 
hardware store. If you want to save money, 
you can get a kit (about $50) that gives 
plans and parts for assembling the rotor 
blade, trickiest part of the whole busi- 
ness. Other kits provide the makings for 
the entire craft. (The minicopter on to- 
day’s cover and these pages was built from 
a $345 kit.) If you're not handy at all, 
Bensen has ready-to-fly ‘copters. 


A Blade’s Whup-Whup 


“You fly like a bird, with no road to 
fence you in,” Bensen says, with great en- 
thusiasm. “You see the ground flash below 
your feet. The only sound is the whup-

One mistake recently cost a 15-year-old 
Michigan boy his life Che tried to fly a 
minicopter he wasn’t familiar with). “You 
need courage and a level head when you're 
flying these things,” says Bensen. “Essen- 
tially, the minicopter is in the same safety 
class as fast cars. When properly han-

to age 60) Salem bought a minicopter kit 
from Bensen’s factory here, got the help 
of friends to assemble the craft. Then, 
never leaving the ground of his own back- 
yard, he took lessons from an expert to 
“set the feel” of the rotor’s control, which 
looks like bicycle handbars. 

Once bright afternoon, Salem was ready 
for the runway. His ‘copter was hitched to 
a car and pulled slowly by tow-rope. Skid- 
ding his heels on the ground to make sure 
he was not airborne, Salem gingerly 
pushed the control bar forward. The rotor 
blade tipped back into the wind—like the 
brim of a straw hat about to fly off a man’s 
head on a breezy day—and the machine 
strained to leave the ground. 


Higher and Higher 


After three hours of practice, Salem 
was allowed to push the control bar for- 
ward enough to let the ‘copter rise six 
inches. To land he merely pulled the bar 
toward him and his “chair” floated back to 
earth at 7 m.p.h. Soon Salem was flying 75 
feet in the air, the tow car traveling at 
about 35 m.p-h. 

Clubs of minicopter fans are now in the 
air in Detroit, Miami, Memphis, Denver, 


\ Phoenix, Milwaukee and Windsor, Ont. 


Most began as the Detroit club did. Its 
president, automotive engineer J]. W. 
Hurst, 24, built a minicopter about three 


.years ago and was towed behind a friend's 


automobile on frozen Lake St. Clair. He 
made 30 two-mile flights and became so 


excited he “wanted other people to enjoy 


. the thrill.” 


His club now has 35 members and 15 
minicopters. “In the winter,” says Hurst, 
“we land our 'copters on ice with skis, in 
the spring on ground with wheels, and in 
the summer on water with boats.” 

Landing on water is not as difficult as 
it may sound. One of Bensen’s kits (cost: 
$198) is for assembling a rotor that you 
attach to a lightweight rowboat. You can 
then whir up and down a lake, towed by 
a 20-m.p.h. speedboat, for 40 or 50 min- 
utes at a stretch. 

Tow ropes, though, seem tame to some 
fans. Result: Bensen is now making mini- 
copters with engines that can fly, he 
claims, up to three miles high. However, 
that’s a long way to be up in a chair, says 
Bensen, who prefers less risky levels 
nearer the ground. 

To fly these powered minicopters — 
some call them “bumble-bees”—you must 
have a student-pilot’s license. A_ basic 
bumble-bee kit sells for $395. Then you 
can add a small two-cylinder engine (this 
and the controls will cost you dnother 
$1,000). You can buy a ready-made pow- 
ered ‘copter, without the engine, for 
$1,000. 

His minicopters and bumble-bees, says 
Bensen, offer youth “a tremendous chal- 
lenge that can.divert them from delin- 
quency problems. And they give our young 
people experience in flying that’s vital in 
this Space Age.” we
